Mr. Whittaker was a New Englander, 
and to him this revival was something ap- 
palling. Not that he did not believe in | 
revivals ; but he believed in reyivals like 
Dr. Payson’s and Jonathan Edwards’—of 
the quiet, awful, and persuasive kind,which 
would not have been possible among the 
inflammable people of Ohio in the last gen- 
eration. Mr, Whittaker, believing that 
some good must be done in spite of- the 
“ wild-fire, "' thought it no more than right 
that he should attend the Methodist meet- 
ings. He could not do this in any spirit of 
patronage as he might have done in Now 
England, for here the Methodists were 
more than half the town. Still he could 
not but feel that it would be a condescen- 
sion for a college-bred man like himself to 
lend hia countenance to those people whose 
minister had laid down his hatter's bow to 
become a preacher on an education con- 
sisting chiefly of a reading of Wesley's 
Sermons and Olarke’s Commentary. He 
went one evening and did his best to get 
into sympathy with the mecting, but the 
loud praying, the constant interruption of 
responsi Amens” and other ejaculatory 
cries, the kneeling mourners weeping and 
sobbing, hfty at a time, in the space around 
the pulpit, the public prayer offered by 
women, the pathetic melodies and choruses, 
the occasional shouting—these and a hun- 
dred other things offended his prejadices 
and grated on his sense of propri He 
wondered how Roxy could seem oblivious 
to the din about her as she moved among 
the penitents on the women’s side of the 
house, to comfort whom was her specis 
yocation. He saw how everybody loved 
her, how the gladness of her face eeemed 
to mollify the terribleness of Dale's fiery 
preaching. It happened to be the very 
night of old Tom Walters’ *‘ start, ’’ and 
Whittaker saw that after the old man 
had wept and cried, lying prone upon 
the floor during the whole evening, he 
seemed not a little choered by the words 
which sister Koxy spoke to him at the 
close of the meeting ; not by the words, 
perhaps, but by the radiant face and 
hopeful tone, 


But Whittaker did not go again. How 
could he! To him this religious intoxica- 
tion was profanation, and he wrote a strong 
letter to the Home Missionary Society. set- 
ting forth tho “wild and semi-barbarous 
character” of many of the religious ser- 
vices at the West, and urging the import- 
ance of sending men to plant ‘fan intelli- 
gent and thoughtful Christianity’ in its 
place. This was because he was an exotic, 
The religion he despised was indigenous. 
A better and more thoughtful Christianity 
has» grown as the people has grown 
thoughtful. But it has developed on the 
ground. It is not chiefly New England 
thoughtfulness, but the home growth of 
Western intelligence that has done it. 


But though Whittaker washed his hands 
of this ranting revivalism, he wished that 
he were free to dislike it wholly. Tom 
Wolters, he reflected, would no doubt slip 
back into the mire as soon as the excite- 
ment was over, but all in this ingathering 
there must be some good grain. And 50 
he found himself in that state which is 
least comfortable of all—his sympathy 
dividing the ground with his antipathy, 
Ad adc ig thie’ sollaceity at vateletinw 
village that an excitement of this sort is 
sure to affect everybody sooner or later. 
Whittaker soon saw in his own congrega- 
tion an unusual solemnity, He was un- 
willing to admit that the Methodist revi- 
val had influenced him, but he found him- 
self appealing more earnestly than ever to 
his few hearers to become religious. He 
found himself expecting something. What 
todo he did not know. At last he appoint- 
edan “Inguiry Mecting” at the close of 
his Sunday evening service, Just one 
person remained as an “‘inquirer.” To 
Mr. Whittaker’s amazement this was 
Twonnet. There were many others a week 
later, but that the first should be the vola- 
tile Twonnet, whose gay banter and chaffer 
had made him afraid to speak to her seri- 
ously, quite upset him, After the enquiry 
inceting was over and he had seated. him- 
self alone in the little parlorat Mr, Lefaure’s 
where a melancholy ticking was kept up by 
ti old Swiss clock screwed to the wall with 
the weights and pendulum hanging éxpos- 
ed below, he looked into the blazing fire 
on the hearth and wondered how it was 
that Twonnet, who, at supper that very 
evening, had been aa gay as ever, should 
haye suddenly remained to an ffinquiry 
meeting. Hoe tried to think what there 
waa pnusual in his sermon that might have 
impressed hor. 

Just then the brass knob of the door 
was turned hesitatingly, tho old-fashioned 
latch, big at one end and little at the other, 
was raised with a snap, and the door was | 
opened a little way by ‘I'wonnet, who. im- 
mediately began to close it irresolutely. 

“ Come in, Twonnot,” said the minister, 
gravely.

The Grand Trunk. 


A cable telegram informs us that the 
ordinary half yearly meeting of the sharo- 
holders of the Grand Trunk Railway Com- 
pany was held in London on Oct. 29th,when 
the report of the business from January 
1st to June 30th was submitted. From 
this it appears that tho total receipts (de- 
ducting discount on American currency) 
were £881,003. The working oxpenses 
amounted to £667,253, being at the rate of 
75°73 per cent against 77°23 per cent for 
the corresponding half of the previous year. 
Thus, deducting the further sum of £540 
for interest on postal and military bonds 


‘not retired, there remained the sum of 


£213,210. The sum of £108,673 18s 1d 
haying been paid for interest on lands, 
temporary loans, debentures and leases, 
and the further sum of £94,855 3s for in- 
terest on first and second equipment bonds 
and five per cent perpetual debenture atock 
a balance of £668 18s 8d remained to carry 
over to the next half year. 

The grosa receipts for the half-year (after 
deduction of discounton American currency) 
show an increase of £20,617, or 2.39 per 
cent. as compared with 1877. 

The working expenses, including renow- 
als, amounted to £667,253, or 75.73 per 
cent., against a total charge of £664,467,or 
77.23 per cent., in 1877, showing an in- 
crease of £2,786, or 0.42 per cent., against 
the above increase in the receipts, of 2.39 
per cent. The per centage of the total 
working expenses has been reduced 1.50 
per cent., namely, from 77.23 to 75.73 per 
cent. 

The passenger receipts were less by £3,- 
911, or 1.63 per cent., thongh the numbers 
Were increased by 10.389, or 1.20 per cent., 
as compared with 1877. 

The receipts from freight traftic increased 
£12,816, or 2.18 per cent., and the tonnage 
increased 103,172 tons, or 9.80 per cent. 

The total number of passengers carried 
was 876,361, as against 865,972; and the 
quantity of freight was 1,156,045, against 
1,052,876 tons. The average receipt per 
Passenger was bs, 44d., against 6s, 64d., 

and per ton of freight 10s. 44d., against 
Ls, 2d, 

As regards the International bridge, the 
Grand Trank Company have now received 
shares in the Bridge company for the bal 
ance of £141,678 1s. 8d. which has been 
expended in providing accoramodation on 
the Buffalo side of the Niagara river and 
for works necessary to the due completion 
and practical working of the undertaking, 

Thore has been a reduction in the charges 
against capital account of £383,171, arising 
out of the conversion of postal and military 
bonds into debenture stock, 

The whole chargo against capital for new 
works and rolling stock waa £12,733. 

Tho ‘‘loans” which stood in the corres- 
ponding half year of 1877 at £261,042, 
have been paid off. 

On the whole, considering the deprossed 
state of business, the exhibit is satisfactory, 
especially the reduction in the rate of 
working expenses, which can scarcely, it 
would seem, be reduced much further un- 
til the track can be doubled.

The Campbellford Herald says: ‘There 
aro evidences in the operation of this line 
that unmistakably point to its successful 
issue. The grading left unfinished through 
the Masson farm, has been completed, and 
the work of distributing the ties is giving 
the road more signs of life than it has ever 
shown before. Two forces of men, one at 
the farm of Mr, R. B. Bennett, working 
towards Campbellford, and the other in the 
direction of Stirling, are employed deposit- 
ing the ties on the track, at the required 
distance, preparatory to tho laying of the 
rails. The iron, we understand, will arrive 
on Monday next, when track-laying will be 
comenced with a stronger force of work- 
men. The Sub-Contractor, Mr. Newman, 
of Toronto, stated here, recently, that 
with no delays, he will accomplish the lay- 
ing of one mile to one mile and a quarter 
of track a day, so that when « beginning is 
made, its completion to Campbellford, will 
be the work of only afew days.

He has just returned from Fort 
Walsh, North-West Territories, whore he 
has been sinco 1874, and reports that he 
left thereon the 5th of October, and it 
took just twenty-one days to make the 
journey home. He travelled over land 
from Fort Walsh to Wood Mountain, a 
distance of about one hundred and thirty 
miles, and from there to Bismarck, on the 
Missouri River, some three or four hun- 
dred miles further.

NORTH HASTINGS. 


On Wednesday next, Novembor 6th, the 
nomination of candidates to fill the vacancy 
created in the Parliamentary representa~ 
tion of the north riding of this county 
by the acceptance of office by Mr. Bowoll, 
will take place at the Town Hall in the 
Village of Madoo, Up to the present time 
no candidate has appeared in the field in 
opposition to the Minister of Customs, who, 
it is probable, will be returned by acclama- 
tion.

ter of Customs. Hence the constituency

‘a contested election in which the opposi- 
tion could have no hope of success. 

Mr. Bowell spent a few days of the pro- 
sont week in his constituency, and was 
warmly received by his old friends, as well 
as by several of his former opponents, who 
are prepared to give him a hearty and ear- 
nest support incase a contest should be 
forced upon them.

As the Ottawa Free Press—itsolf a 
freo trado journal—points : out Switzerland 
is not a young country like Canada, 
and it exists under a different political and 
commercial condition. It enjoys the ad- 
yantage of a reciprocal treaty of commerce 
with Italy, and, if we mistake not, with 
France. It is not, like Canada, an agricul- 
turalcountry, though agriculture flourishes. 
On the contrary, the genius of its people 
lies in the direction of tho finer lines of 
manufactures—notably, watchos, silk stufts 
and ribbons—the annual value of those 
articles exported amounting to no less than 
$35,000,000. It employs no less than 
58,000 cotton in 163 
mills, and its exports of cotton 
embroidery alone are sot down at 
the annual value of $2,000,000. The total 
population of the country at the last consus 
was a little over two and a half millions, 
and the value of its forcign trade was set 
down at $93,600,000 of exports and $84 
000,000 of imports—a wonderful exhibit, 
taking into account the smallness of its 
territory and the number of its people. The 
Times thinks that a country like this, sur- 
rounded by restrictive tariffs, and withal 
wealthy and prosperous, affords a fair con- 
dition by which to judgo of the exigencies 
of Canada’s commercial and manufacturing 
position, and that because Switzerland,

Death of Chief Justice Harrison.

We very much regret to learn of the 
death of Chief Justice Harrison, which 
took placo at his residence in Toronto on 
the Ist. inst, from fatty degeneration of 
the heart. Robert Alexander Harrison 
was a son of tho late Richard Harrison, a 
native of County Monaghan, Ireland. He 
was born in Montreal on the 3rd August, 
1833. He was educated at Upper Canada 
and Trinity Colleges, at which latter insti- 
tution he graduated in 1855, receiving the 
degree of B.O, L. and afterwards of D.C. L. 
He wascalled tothe Barin Michelmas Torm, 
1855,and was made Queen’s Counsel in 1867- 
He was Chief Clerk of the Law Department 
of Upper Canada from 1854 to 1859, and 
besides having an immense practice at the 
bar he wrote largely on legal subjects. For a 
number of years he was editor of the Upper

United States Neutrality. 


Our neighbors south of theline were very 
noisy a fow years ago on the subject of the 
building in British ports of Confederate 
cruisers, which were subsequently fitted 
out elsewhere with armaments purchased 
in Great Britain. They succeeded, also, in 
obtaining the appointment of a Commis- 
sion, which not only madw the mother coun- 
try pay smartly for the carelessness of her 
officials,but which laid down authoritiative- 
lyand in a specific manner the principles 
of noutrality ; but theso rales being felt by 
our “cousins” to be too strict to meet 
thoir viows—at present—they have quietly 
disregarded thom. Their object in doing 
So is to pormit of their carrying ona profit- 
able business in fitting out vessels for 
Russian cruisers, tho avowod object of 
which is to carry on operations against 
Great Britain, in case of war with Russia, 
This neighborly action of United States 
citizens seems likoly to bo checked ere long, 
as the Marquis of Salisbury has addressed 
a strongly worded note to the United States 
Government on the subject, reminding 
thom of their dutics in connection with the 
fitting out of vessels, and tho supply of 
arms, to a power which may become anopen 
and declared enemy of Great Britan at any 
momont. It isto be hoped that this re- 
presentation will have tho desired effect, 
mthough it has been mado wihout any pro- 
liminary fuss, Woero tho caso reversed,

An Electric Lamp. 


A new electric lamp was exhibited in 
New York on Tuesday. The New York 
Journal of Commerce referring toit says : 
— ‘‘ The lamp is inclosed in a hermetically 
sealed glass globe filled with nitrogen gas 
and some secret preparation, arid consists 
of a small piece of carbon abont the size of 
an ordinary pin, heated by electricity to a 
temperatare of from 30,000 to 50,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. As there isno oxygen 
in the globes the carbon is not consumed, 
and thus a steady light isobtained. Tho 
inventors claim that a steam-engino of 1,- 
000 horse-power will produce the light of 
30,000 five-foot gas burners, at a cost of 
$10 per hour, while at the present rates 
the cost of 150,000 feet of gas required per 
hour to produce the same amount of light 
would be. $412.50, Another. important 
point in this invention is that the light is 
completely under control, and may be re- 
duced to that of a taper or increased to 
that of thirty gas burners. The experi- 
ments yesterday were with five lights, and 
they were successful.”

There is a home 
market for more than the country produces, 
Emerson: being hia market town. It is 
situated on the Rel River, 60 miles south 
of Winnipeg, and to the United 
States boundary. Ho thinks theroi 
land yet open for millions of settlers, 
of whom may get a homestead of 160 acres 
at a cdabof $10 for the title, we, with the 
privilege of buying an additional number of 
acres at $l per acre. All permanent set- 
tlers in locating their homesteads are given 
the right of pre-emption to 160 acres more, 
on coventnting to pay for it at the expira- 
tion of three years at the rate of $1 per 
acre.

AS a grazing country he thinks it unsur-

A groat 
tnany of the horses used are from Texas or 
Montana, where they ran wild and are ac- 
climated, but of too light build to be of use 
i breaking up the soil for the first tine.

Mount Vesuvius in Flames. 


A VIVID DESCRIPTION OF THE S(BNE BY A 
RECENT EXPLORER. 


A visitor, who ascended Mount Vesuvius 
dnring an eruption in September last, has 
described the scene in a letter to the Pall 
Mall Budget in the following manner :— 
“It is a weary climbup, though, through 
the loose ashes, and one is tempted to halt 
and admire the view pretty often before 
reaching the top. When we had reached 
it we could see nothing for the smoke and 
mist that filled the big crater, while, far 
beneath us, we could hear the lava 
seething and frequent explosions from 
the new cone. We were advised at 
starting not to descend into the crater ; but 
our guide assured us we couid quite safely 
do it, 80 down we scrambled on to the lava. 
The floor of the crater has risen in the last 
few weeks from a considerable depth to 
witbin about 20 feet of a gap in the side of 
the crater wall, looking toward the left-hand 
cone of Vesuvius ; and it is still rising. As 
we stood on the comparatively cool blocks of 
lava, the fresh, red-hot stream was slowly 
flowing outfrom cracksaround us,;moving on 
ina suake-like, fascinating way, and break- 
ing out in a fresh place as soon as the flow 
stopped elsewhere; every crack showed the 
lava red-hot a foot or so beneath us, but the 
gaides ran about on it and we followed them 
as if we were on the lovel Campagna. At the 
upper end of the old crater--thatis, just un- 
derneath the highest point of the old cone 
—is the now cone, which has risen in the 
last week or so ; a baby cone, about fifty 
feot in height, and perhaps 190 yards in 
circumference at the baso, but a very noisy 
and fiery cone, sending out continual pufts 
of smoke rosy with the flames which fro- 
quently rise above its summit, and hurling 
into the air toa height of 100 fest or so 
lumps of red-hot stone and lava, which 
falling down on to its sides, make thom rise 
higher every day. Tho wind fortunately 
blew the amoke away from us, or otherwise 
we should have been almost, if not quite 
suffocated where we stood, about thirty 


yards from the base of tho cone; and 
we were able to enjoy the wonderful 
sight, which, as a man who followed 


us down said, one could stay all day to 
look at. Accompanying the bursts of flamo 
wero hollow roports—not loud as 1 had ox 
pected, but smothered, stiflod explosions — 
and as I climbed up the side of tho crater 
80 a8tobeablo to look moro into the 
mouth of the new cone, I could see through 


the smoke a strugeli bonfusion of flame, 
which found yent in tho ejection of the 
burning liquid. ‘The crator walls aro bril-

Decline of British Trade, 


Thore is no symptom of improvement yet 
in English tmde, According to the returns 
for the first three quarters of the year, Brit- 
ish exports have in quantity and value do- 
clined considerably below the amounts of 
the same period last year, which itself was 
worse than the one preceding. In fact, 
there has been a singularly steady falling 
off during the four consecutive years begiu- 
ning with 1874, when the periods of pros- 
perity which started with the close of the 
Frenne Geenss war may be said to have 
culminated.

Krerinc Arries.—Apples should not be 
put in the cellar until hard freezing arrives. 
They should be packed in clean now barre!s 
and stored in some shed or covered with 
boards, exposed to the atmosphere for 
several weeks after picking, thon remove to 
tho grain-barn, away from the smell of 
stables, and allowed to remain there as long 
as possible and not be frozen. We throw 
stalks or straw over the barrels, and often 
defer placing them in the cellar until late 
in December. The fruit-cellar should be 
darkened and kept as cool as possible and 
not freeze. Place the barrels on their sides, 
with strips of wood between them and the 
cellar bottom, and do not open or moyo 
until wanted for use. If the cellar is free 
from the scent of vegetables, when the bar- 
rels are opened g rich and tempting perfume 
will ariso, Most cellara are too warm for 
the storing of fruit.

of the bank failure was made. Tho story 
of the failure wasa terrible blow to Mr. 
Spence. Not only were hisshares in the 
bank yone, but his connection with Lad- 
hope having been cut, he was left without 
any resource, Tho sale 0f the furniture 
took place on Wednesday, and Friday had 
been fixed for a meeting of the congre- 
gation, at which a presentation of silver 
plate‘and a purse of gold was to have been 
made as a parting gift. There was a very 
large meeting. ‘The position of their late 
minister was considered, ant it was unani- 
mously and warmly resolved to .ask Mr. 
Spence to withdraw his resignation and 
agree to continue his ministry. He was 
sent for, and with a fall heart accepted the 
continued affection and confidence of his 
people. This decision was ratified by the 
Presbytery at a pro re nats meeting.

The Democrats have majorities in 
Tennessee, Florida, Arkansas, Louisana, 
Maryland, Texas, North Carolina, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, Delaware, Missouri and 
Bouth Carolina. Thus at the time of writ- 
ing twenty-five States have been heard from, 
_ Of which thirteen have gone Republican and 
twelve Democratic; but so great is the Re- 
publican preponderance in the larger 
States, that should all yet to hear from 
favor the Democrats, the former will still 
havo a largo majority in Congress. It is 
~ somewhat remarkabla that the Democrats 
have carried all the Southern States, whilst 
all those of the North and West have gone 
againat them. Thus it is the ‘solid South” 
Against the solid North and West. The 
task of the coming Congress will be a dif- 
ficult one, but we look with confidence to 
seo it acoomplished speedily and succeasful- 
ly, and they will haye the sympatby of the 
people of Canada in their labors.

soisolated that it ia kept free from the 
. | odors of manure it may be regarded as a 
avorable location. If the barn ia not thus 
situated, it will bo necessary to make an ex 
avation into the side of hill front'ng south 
‘or itso as to protedtit from 
froat in winter. Tho cellar should consist 
of two apartmonts, and the partition wall 
‘nay may bo of brick or stone, aa is the 
heapeat or moat convenient. The size, of 
ourse, will depend upon tho wanta of tho 
feuit raiser. A frost proof room, twenty 
feet square and eight foet high, will hold 
tho products ofa large orchard, and it may 
be constructed cheaply. If two rooms are 
provided, (which arcangoment is desirable) 
the first need not be frost proof, but may 
be open to airand light. The object is to 
secure’a cool airy room in which to store 
fruit duriog the late autumn months, and 
into the early winter if the woather is mild. 
A dark, subterranean room well protected 
capnot be very dry in moderate, weather 
therefore it is best to keep froitas long as 
possible ina more exposed and drier room, 
snd when zero weather approaches, remove 
it into the frost-proof apartment at once. 
Cold air is always dry air, and the inner 
room, if proporly Ventilated, is fillod with 
the cold dry air,but above freezing tempera 
ture. The nearer to 32° tho air is 
kopt without remaining at or going below 
that point, the better. 

The walls of fruit-rooms may be con- 

structed of stone, 1f connected with facin 
promises where this material 1s abundant ; 
or of brick, where stone cannot readily be 
obtained, If the stone is employed, a 
mason'to lay up the walls may not be 
necessary, as they may be put up dry and 
pointed with common mortar, work which 
any farmercan do. A roof, supported by 
firm timbers, is necessary, and a spico be- 
tween the rough board ceiling and the 
roof of one and ahalf or two feet, filled 
with straw or hay or dry sawdust, will 
protect from frost unless the climate is 
very severe. The roof covering may be of 
ordinary tarted paper, well put on with 
battensand then painted heavily with tar 
or pitches “This roof, if well constructed, 
willlast for years. It should come as close 
to.the ground as possible. The whole of 
theinterior room should be protected by 
the ground on the rear end and sides. The 
front er light room need not be so protect- 
ed. This should protrude feom the hill, 
and haVe at loast a couple of windows and 
a doors Th6 ventilation of the interior or 
winter room should be effected by opening 
the inner and onter doors in mild 
weather, and allowing air to flow in. And 
here an important caution is tobe observed. 
Never ventilate or opan the doors of the 
winter cellar ou very mild, damp days. 
Select clear, dry days, when the thermo- 
meter is just above freezing, for airing the 
rooms. ‘The reason for this is oblious. If 
the air of the cellar and stored fruit is cold- 
er than the admitted external air, condens- 
ation of moisturo takes place,and everthing 
becomes covered with dew, which is injuri- 
ous to fruit.” “This does not take place on 
cold, clear.days, Be cautions in the spring 
in opening the inner cellar, as by admitting 
warm, moist air great injury is done. 
In this arrangement for storing fruit itis 
kept-dry and cool before it is placed in win- 
ter-quarters. If this dry condition is secur- 
ed in-mild Wweather,»xidiziny influences are 
kept at bay during the cold weather, and 
the fruit comes out in the spring sound and 
fresh. The barrels in which itis stored 
should not stand on end. Pile them up 
one upon anocher, the ends horizontal. — 
Journal of Chemistry.

Why the Great Hastern Was a 
Failure 
Tn a commercial senso the groat ship has 
undoubtedly been an utter failure, and it 
has been atated on good authority that bo- 
tween 1853 and 1860 one million sterling 
had been lost upon her by the various pro- 
prictors who had attempted to work her, 
Nor is itdifficult on an impartial view of 
her design and subsequent history to dis- 
cover the causes of this failure. Firat of 
wll, Mr. Beonel, dospite his remarkable 
foresight, did not realize the changes which 
have been produced in a single generation 
by the process of steam navigation. Coal 
mines have been opened out in all parts of 
the world, and eveu if it ¢ may have 
been, it is now no longer necessary or de- 
sirable for a steamer to carry coals for a 
return voyage, either from India or Aus- 
tralia ; in fact the proverbial folly of ** car- 
rying coala to Nuwoastle may be applied 
to an Australian as well as to’an Eaylish 
coal field, Farther, the improvements in 
marine engineering which have been intro: 
duced since the Great Mistern was design- 
ed have rendered possible large economies 
of coal consumption, Lt is said that the 
gines fitted to the ship consumed ubout 
360 tons of coal jor day when the speed 
averaged about 13 knota per hour; but if 
the modern type of compound engine had 
n fitted the rate of consumption would 
not have exceeded 180 tons. Mr, Brunel 
appears to have been too sanguine in his 
estimate of the speed and coal consump- 
tion, and this is scarcely surpriving when 
the entire departure from previous exam- 
ples of steamships ia remembered. He 
hoped that the ship would make the passage 
to Australia in 36 daya, which would have 
reqilired au average speed of 14 knots per 
hourand this speed was to be purchased by 
the consumption of 200 tons of coal per 
day With engines of modern type his 
hopes may have been more nearly realized, 
And it has been reported that the present 
proprietors (1878) of the ship have con- 
templated compounding” the engines in 
veder to saye fuel, but no change of this 
kind has beon yot begun. Tho chief cause 
of failure in a com jul sense was, how- 
ever, the practical impossibility of securing 
such un enormous complement of passenyers 
and caryo a8 was estimated to be nec sary 
in order to cover working expenses and 
earn aprolit. Six thousand tons of dead 
Weight was tho quantity of cargo required; 
but to ship such a quantity must at any 
time have involved serious lelays in port, 
and as a matter of fact merchants and in- 
Surera were not ready to run the risk in- 
volved inembarking so much in a single 
bottom. On the whole, therefore, two or 
threo steamers of moderate size wich mud 
ern types of engines, could be more pro- 
firably employed to carry the same number 
of passengers and the sane aggregate dead 
weight of freight as those for which the 
Great Eastern was designed. During the 
last three or four years strenuons efforts 
have been made to iuprove the steamship 
service between England and Australia,and 
competition has been keen not merely be- 
tweon steamers and sailing vessels, but be 
tweon different lines of steamers. Some 
of the latter now make the passage, via the 
Capo, in from 40 to 45 days, and it is pro- 
posed to abridge this time to 86 da 
but no one has imagined it desirabls to et 
ploy ships exceeding about one-fourth the 
weight of the Great Eastern.—Great In- 
duatries of Great Britain.

Such is tho benediction which the New 
York Witness bestows upon the Hon. 
Alexander Mackenzie on his retirement 
from office as Premier of Canada. 
journal to which we rofor, although an off-

What honor he reflects upor his name and his 
family, Let tho story be told in all 
political circles everywhere. He has de- 
monstrated that principle and Integrity 
are better than _partizanship. He has 
passed through the fiery furnace and come out 
tnscathed. Such men need to be mutiplied,not 
in Canada only, but in ull countries, ‘They 
ilustrate that falr play isa jewel, and that pay- 
ing a political opponent in his own coin is not the 
way to stand well on tho page of history. Men- 
surine ourselves by ourselves is very poor work ; 
Mackenzie's standard is very much higher. The 
corrupt politicians will say he is no leader. But 
that isa mistake. We can hear another and a 
better voice saying, well dore! It is always

He then delivered 
sentence on the other two courts. Adelard 
P. Forget was fined $200 or one year's im- 
prisonment ; Alphonse Christin, $100 or 
forty-five days’ imprisonment; Adolphe 
Lamarche, $100 or forty-five days’ imprison- 
ment ; Isaie Pilon, $50 or thirty days’ im- 
prisonment. The honorable Judgoimpressed 
upon the defendants the enormity of their 
offence.

rock.” That the contracting business, which 
we havo repeatedly shown to be one of the 
greatest evils in tho trade, bas contributed 
largely to the embarrassing position in which | 
affairs now stand, cannot be gainsaid. The 
most barefaced iustance of repudiating con- | 
tracts we have over met with has just como | 
to our knowledge, under circumstances which 
render it all the more cool and unblushing. | 
The high ed protest of Mr. Thomas Wat- 
kin, cheese contractor of Belleville, Ont, 
against our expose of the contract syetem bas- 
ed upon facts which wo were prepared to 
prove, must still bo fresh in the memory of 
our readers, Our remarks which touehed the 
exquisite susceptibilities of Mr, Watkin wero 
as followa:—‘*The farmers in the Belloville 
and Brockville districts are considerably ox- 
ercised at present over the manner in which 
some dealers have repudiated their contracts, 
and left the factorymen to saddle their losses 
alono, after having held their cheeso subject 
to buyers’ order until a great portion of it is 
off flavor, and now that the market has gone 
the wrong way and they find they cannot 
place the cheeso they had bought except at a 
loss, tho deterioration in quality is used as a 
pretext for throwing up contracts and wrig- 
gling out of bad bargains.”” Commenting on 
this Mr. Watkio saya: ‘This statement as 
far as Belleville district is conzerved is entirely 
untrue, No contracts have been thrown up 
here on any protext, and you will oblige by 
inserting this correction in your noxt issue, 
It would be well for you to seek your :for- 
mation from more reliable sources.” To this 
we simply stated that tho reliability of our 
sources of information were unimpeacheable, 
and that we had stronger reasons than over 
for believing our statements to be correct. 
Since theo great has been the consternation 
and surprise of anumber of farmers in the 
Belleville district, who had contracted their 
cheese at 100, at receiving from Mr, Watkin 
a sententious notification of his inability to 
carry out bis obligations, The following is a 
copy of this interesting document ;— 
“* BELLEVILLE, Noy, 1, 1878. 

Dean Srm,—In consequence of the occurrence 
of events in England, over which I havo no con- 
trol, I shall be unable to take the balance of your 
cheese, except ar a reduction of 2c per Ib. Tie 
gret very much to haye to do this, but circum- 
stances aro such as to make it unavoidable. 

Yours truly, 
(Signed,) THos, WATKIY.” 

This is hut another striking proof of the 
utter worth!essncss of cheoso contracts, if 
they can be thrown up whenever the market 
goes againat oneof the contracting partics,and 
one more instance of the gross injustice perpe- 
trated on tho farmers, who bave been debarr- 
ed from placing their cheese which they could 
have done repeatedly at 9c and 94c had it not 
been held on buyer’s account as per contract. 
Such conduct is not calculated to strengthen 
public confidence in the inviolability of con- 
tract obligations as far as cheese is concerned, 
As we have previously hinted ppacalation in 
cheese has prove a pretty safe thing this year 
for the buyer at the expense of the producer, 
lt is not a little strange that while Mr. 
Watkin throws up his 10 cent contracts, he is 
insisting on the delivery of his 7}c bargains. 
We hear on good authority that the cheese 
Mr. Watkin has contracted for will bo tender- 
ed him, and if refused, it will be disposed of 
to best advantage, and the factorymen will 
that trouure {Nh SHReHTa most of ‘the choose 
sec ions through the inability of dealers to 
meet thelt contracts, but if they can snirk 
them in this way, the losses of course fall ex- 
clusively on the farmers,

The following is his story :— 


“ This’ statement I wish to be brought 
under public notice through the préss, in 
hopes that some one of the many who wit- 
heased the accurrence described therein 
may still be living, and will, in person or hy 
letter, corroborate my statement. When 
Her most Gracions Majesty the Queen was 
a child three years old, L had the good for- 
tune to save her life, endangered by the 
upsetting of a pony-carriage in Kensington 
Park. In August, 1822, I was a soldier in 
the 73rd Regiment, then stationed at Wee- 

Whilst in London on fourteen days’ 
©, | happened to be one day in Ken- 
sington Gardens, where my attention was 
taken by a very small pony-carriaye, in 
which was seated a child; the pony was led 
by a page, a lady walked on onu side and a 
young woman behind the chaise. I walked 
close to the pony carriage, for some time, 
when a large water-doy with a stick cross- 
ways in his mouth got under the pony’s legs. 
The startled pony made a sudden plunge on 
one side, and brought the wheels of the car- 
riage on tothe pathway. The child was 
thrown out, head downwards, and in a sec- 
ond would have been crushed under the 
weight of the carriage, which was then top- 
pling over, had I not grasped her dreas be- 
fore she came to the ground and swung her 
into my arms. I gave her at once to the 
lady, and assisted in righting the carriage 
and quieting the pony. In « few minutes 
thére wore more than two hundred persons 
collected around the carriage, praising me 
for rescuing from destruction *' the little 
Drina,” as they called the child. I had sev- 
eral shillings and sixpences given me, and 
the owner of the dog gave me half-a-crown. 
The Jady then told me to follow the carriage 
to the palace, where she gave me a guinea, 
with thanks from the Duchess of Kent for 
my gallant conduct (as she expressed it) in 
‘saving the life of her dear child, the Prin- 
cess Alexandrina.” She also took my name 
and regiment, saying that there would be 
something more done for me, 

** In afew days | joined my regiment at 
Weedon, expecting that there would be 
some communication from the Duchess of 
Kent to my commanding officer, After 
some time the regiment was urdered to 
Hull and thence to Edinburgh, Castlebar 
and Athlone. These movements of the 
regiment took between three and foor 
years, but I heerd nothing from the Duchess 
of Kent. At the request of my wife, who 
was then unable, through illness, to work, 
I wrote to Her Royal Highness reminding 
her of the promise made more than three 
years before, and addressed the letter to 
Kensington Palace. After three weeks I 
received areply, headed ‘Bucksted Park, 
and stating that the Duchess had not for-’ 
gotten her promise and that Lord Harris, 
who commanded the district in which the 
73rd Regiment was stationed, and who 
was then ona visit at the park, was to 
leaye in a few days to resume his command 
in Ireland—at Athlone—and would be tho 
bearer of agift. Abontiten days after I 
was summoned to the Brigade Office, where 
the general, his aide-de-camp, and the 
brigade-major were assembled, The gener- 
al said: ‘John Maloney, I have great 
pleasure in. presenting you with £0, the 
gift of Her Royal Highness the Duchess of 
Kent, for your gallant and intrepid con- 
duct in Kensington Park three years ago, 
but you are to understand that you are not 
on any occasion to write to her or expect 
any more.’ The regiment was soon after 
sent on foreign seryice, and did not return 
to Europe until the year 1841. I then en- 
quired of many persons concerning tho 
Princess Alexandrina, but the reply of all 
was that they had never beard the name, 
so I made no further enquiry, but bappen- 
ing on November 26 last to hear an old 
man recounting the exploits of the sons of 
King George ILL (under the names of Tom, 
Jerry and Bob Logic), I asked him if he 
knew the name of the Princess Alexan- 
drina, when he told me it was the name 
resont Majesty was known by until 
sho Was wight years old, 

‘* When I learnt this I wrote to General 
Sir Thomas M, Biddulph, who roplied,ask- 
ing for living proof to corroborate my as: | 
I have no means of obtaining 
that proof but by bringing tho matter be- 
foro tho public, fitet making a sworn de- 
claration before a magistrate of tho trath 
of this statement.

Connor, member for Russell, is the ouly 
gentleman of that portion of the population 
who hus boon appointed to a seat in the 


the Cabinet.

Catholics because Mr. O'Connor has been 
appointed to an offico—thar of President 
of the Council—to which, as they allege, no 

. patronage attaches, whilst Mr. Bowell, an 
ex-Grand Master-of the Orange order, has 
been appointed to an office to which a large 
amount of patronage’ belongs. 

Greater humbug than this professed 
sympathy and grosser untruth than the al- 
leged lack of power on tho part of Mr. O'- 
Connor to distribute Government patron- 
age could scarovly be imagined. Its object 
is the easily discernible and thoroughly 

~ contemptible one of arousing sectional and 
eligious animosity, with tho idoa that 
thereby the cause of the Government 
may ‘be weakened and that of Op- 
position correspondingly strengthened. 
"This is not a now idea, by any means, Tho 
dodge has been tried before with moro or 
Jess of success ; but we apprehend that it 
has, by frequent use, become too stale to be 
of much service now. 

Tn reference to these allegations, let us 
premise by repeating what we havo fre- 
quently stated on this subject before,name- 
ly that no man should be appointed ta any 
public position because he happened to 
tho of this race or that creed. Neither, at 
the same time, should his nationality or his 
‘religious belief form a bar to his advance- 
ment.” In brief, that merit and ability, re- 
gardleas’of aught else save personal charac- 
ter and political elizibility, should form the 
recommendations required of servants of 
the people. It is necessary, in a mixed 
community like that of the Dominion, that 
such should be tho case, otherwise thore 
would be no end to the absurdities which 
would regult from endeavors (which eould 
never by any possibility sncceed) to give to 


all nationalities, religious creeds, profes- 


sions and trades which are to be found in 
the country special representation in the 
Cabinet anda proportionate share in the 
offices in the public service. Any attempt 
to carry out such an idea would 
set the whole population by the ears, and, 
by placing the Government in the hands of 
impudent, opinionated humbugs, would 
inevitably end imanarchy. ‘Theaa opinions 
are held by many leading statesmen and by 
many influential journals in this country, 
and hence it is, we presumo, that Sir John 
‘A. Macdonald, on being commissioned by 
the representative of the Crown to form 
an administration, disregarded all con- 
sidorations other than hia knowledge 
of the merit and ability” of the 
gentlemen who were eligiblo, and called 
upon them to take office in the Cabinet. It 
heppens-that but one Irish Catholic was 
solected, andithat the gentleman. in ques. 
tion was not placed at the head ofa Depart- 
ment, and thereupon the cry of which wo 
have above spoken is raised by designing 
men. As well might tho English, or tho 
Scotch, or the Germans, or people of any 
other nationality cry, out that injustice has 
beon done to them, because, as it happens, 
the larger number of members of tho Cabi- 
net are natives of Canada. Such an out. 
cry would bo just as sensible as that to 
which we have alluded. The true policy 
is to forget distinctions of race and creed 
in such a matter, and romombering only 
that we aro Canadians, hold the adminis- 
tration responsible for the good government 
of the country, as by such means only can 
the residents of Canada ever become a Rrout 
and united people and our country be rais- 
ed to that eminence which it ought to on- 
enjoy as the brightest gom in the British 
crown,

informed of the movements of the enemy, 
and the intrigues of the court. Finally, 
after tive yeara of war, Shore Ali returned 


claimed as her reward the elevation of her 
fayorite son to the throne, and the promise 
thus given in 1869 was performed in 1873. 
At the great fostival of the Fed, and in the 
presence of all the Moslem City, the Ameer 
solemnly placed in the hands of the lad 
Abdullah Jan, the Korau and the sword 
which his father, Dost Mahomed, had in 
the same way placed in his as. the insignia 
of heirship some thirty years before. Three 
or four years later the boy's health began 
to fail. he became subject to fevers and 
rheumatic attacks and last spring he died 
The Ameer scoms in no hurry to announce 
an heir, Of the three princes who divide 
betweenthem the best chances of succession, 
only one is Shere Ali's own son,and,strange 
to say, itis not certainly knowa whether he 
is dead or alive. Lbrahim Khan, the oldest 
surviving son of the Ameer, has never pos- 
sessed either his father’s or the people's 
contidenca ; while his third son, Ayub 
Khan, is still in exile for his rebellion in 
Persian territory. Tho second son, Y: 

koob Khan, was born about the year 1849, 
andat the early age of fifteen was placed 
by Shere Aliin charge of the recently-cap- 
tured fortress of Herat, where, discovering 
a conspiracy against his power, he punish- | 
ed the guilty ones with a severity that! 
astonished his council and gained him 
public confidence. Two years lator, 
wheo his father was carrying on war 
with varying fortune, now  victorions 
in one battle, now routed in another, 
losing his eldest son in one fight, and de- 
serted by his beat yeneral on the eve of an- 
other, Yakooh Khan, at the head of alarge 
fovve in the fiel!, restrained the Persians 
and preserved the Ameer’s power in tho 
West, besides sending many a wolcome 
contingent of trained troops to the vicinity 
of Cabul, where Shere Ali was struggling 
with rebellious Khans and conspiring 
brothers, anxious to found dynasties of 
theirown. It hasloug been alowed that 
to Yuakoob’s popularity und energy was ow- 
ing the sudden revival of his father’s influ- 
ence, and to his dash ant gallantry che re- 
turn of the Ameer to his throne, At the 
close of the warhe was appointed Governor 
of Cabul, and the next y: Governor of 
Oandabar. On the 30th of March, 
General Kauffmann wrote to Shere 
Ali to inform him that his nephew, 
whom tho General described as “ formerly 
Governor of Balkh and ocher cities of 
Afghanistan,” had been hospitably  receiv- 
ed at Tashkond, but only on the under- 
standing that he was not to count on the 
influence of Russia in his difficulty with

Russia, except, indeed, such hospitality as 
the Emperor refused.to no one, and, least 
of all, toa manin misfortune. The hoapi- 
tality thus granted to Abdul Rahman was 
accompanied by an annual allowanco of 
30,000 rouble

Tho Paris Exhibition fefes commenced on 
Sunday with free performances at seven of the 
largest theatres. This is the first time the 
Republic has initiated the circuses of the Em- 
piro, Tho weather proved bright and balmy 
enough for some monster out-door entertain. 
ment, but this could not have been calculated 
upon Inte in October, and the Government 
therefore provided for the populace festivities 
Jeaxt affected by atmosphoric influences. One 


drawback to the enjoyment was the number 
of people necessarily disappointed. In the 
theatres thus opened there were about 19,000 
places available, and those who sought admis- 
sion Were enormously in excess of this num- 
ber, Although the performance at the Opera 
was fixed for noon, and at the other theatres 
at 1 and 2p. m., people actually began to col- 
lect near the Francais at 10 the previous nijht, 
just as thoy do outside the maines on the evo 
of the issue of a loan; and on the closing of 
tho Palais Royal at midnight, they took refuge 
from the rain in the arcade of the Rue Riche- 
lieu. Near the Opera groups remained in the 
cafes until the dts hour, and then hung 
bout the neighborhood, intent on getting near 
the head of the queue.’ The most porfect or- 
der prevailed everywhere during the long 
hours of waiting. There was of course akeen: 
scramble for the best seats, and the Opera has 
never had such an audience. The most luxu- 
rious building in Paris was thronged with men 
in blouses, aud women in white caps or bare- 
headed, who during tho interyals between the 
acts promenaded up and down the sumptuous 
corridors and lounged in the balcony. Such 
& juxtaposition of wealth and indigence has 
not been seen in Paris except when revolu- 
tionary crowds have taken Royal or Legisla- 
tive palaces by storm. Tho behavior of the 
crowd was exemplary, and the Opera is none 
the worse for this increase of the proletariat, 
The opera was Guillaume Tell, The audience 
warmly applanded the Maracillaisc, which was 
interpolated between the second and third 
acts. ‘The Francais gave the Misanthrope and 
the Plaidesera ; the Opera Comique, the Dame 
Blanche ; the Odeon, Rodgune and the Folis 
Amourcaus; and the Historique, Marceau,— 
while the two circuses gave concerts. The 
city was full of bustle. Many streets were 
decked with flags, though this demonstration 
was not so universal as four months ago, and 
at night the municipal buildings were illumi- 
inated, the Council having spontaneously voted 
60,000 francs for that purpose, 
The distribution of the prizes of the Ex 
hibition tuok place on Monday in the Palais 
de |’ Industrie, in the Champs Elysees, The 
ceremony passed off most successfully. The 
day broke close and gloomy, and slight rain 
fell in the morrning, but towards eleven 
o'clock the elements became more propitious, 
and the the afternoon turned out charming. 
The great central space of the palace was 
transformed into a magnificent hall, which 
was elegantly and richly decorated. The cast 
end of the immense salle was set apart for the 
laces of honor, Here a series of raised plat- 
forms, covered with crimson and gold, rose 
ono above the other till they reached the gal-

Above the Presidential estrade stood out in 
bold relief a bust of the Republic gorgeously 
bedecked with the favorite tricolor, while 
throughout the buildings banners and stream- 
ers of every color and clime under the sun 
floated and intermingled together, Tho 
music, composed of several military bands 
and a choir of Orpheonists, 200 strong, was 
placed at the west end of the palace. 
Representatives of England, Russia, and 
Turkey sat side by side in their respective 
military attire, and chatted with one another 
in such an apparently friendly way that one 
was almost tempted to put the Eastern difli- 
culty down as a romance got up for the amuso- 
ment of the reading public. The Japanese 
Ambassador was thero in his quaint dress, 
silont and placid, but he passed almost unno- 
ticed by the side of the Annomite ambassador 
and his suite, whose swarthy faces and gaudy- 
silk costumes attracted more attention than 
they seemed to like, In the other official 
tribunes sat severe-looking judges, some in 
sable, others in seal, others in scarlet gowns ; 
mombers of the French Academy, with their 
Inurel-bordered coats and gilt rapiers ; bishops 
in purplerobes—in short, every conceivable and 
unconceivable species of attire was to be seen, 
mingled together in the most picturesque and 
diversified manner.

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Boards were in existence, With regard to 
the matter of expense, were there only one 
Board tho expense would not be much loss, 
Now thoro wore only threo mombers in 
each Board, but if thoro were only one five 
members would be required, As far as 
the interests of education wero concerned 
he considered that they would be better 
served by two Boards than by one. 

Mr. McIntosh said the question of ox- 
ponso was an important one to tho Inspoc- 
tors and tho educational interests as woll. 
He considored that the oxpense would not 
be materially lossenod by the oxis- 
tence of one board intoad of two. Ho 
thought that tho edneational interests of 


tho district would bo enhanced by the exis- | 


tence of one board, as this would oventually 

have a tendency to scoure uniformity with 

sacrificing local or peculiar intorosts. The 
intorests of North Hastings would, in his 
opinion, be conserved by only having ono 
doard, and ho also thought this remark 
would apply to the whole County. He con- 
aidered the exiatonce of two boards illegal, 
and if that woro determined and it was 
desirable to sustain the two boards, an 
effort could be made to chango the law. 
Mr. Peck read tho law bearing on the 

point in question, which dotines that there 
shall be ono board and that it shall consiat 
of the Inspector and four qualified mem- 
bers. The speaker said thoro wero two 
Tnapectors in this County and it was a 
question whether those two would be mem- 
bers of the board, He favored tho limiting 
of the number of members of the board to 
three. In the case it should be determined 
who was the County Inspector. 

The question was laid over till tho March 
mooting. 

Acclaim from Richard Taylor was read 
asking compensation for an ox which broke 
his leg on a county gravel road in Madoc. 
He asked $30.45. 

After considerable discussion the amount 
was ordered to be paid. 

James Lanig’s petition for assistance was 
answered with a grant of 320, 

Mr. Sine’s petition was not entertained 
anda similar fate was accorded Mr, Munro's 
account, 

James Tulloch’s petition was laid over. 

Tho matter of appointing a short-hand 
writer for the County Courts was left in the 
hands of the Warden to ask the Lieut.- 
Governor to make an appointmont. 

The petition of J. A, Gilbert was laid 
over, 

A number of accounts were read and 
passed. 

The Comwittes rose and reported pro- 
gress and asked leave to sit again.— Grant- 
ed. 

Mr. Vandervoort moved, seconded by 
Mr. Peck, that the Legislature be memori- 
alized so that the County Council can have 
the privilege of regulating the width of 
tyres to be used on waggons. 

Mr. Anderson said it would not be wise 
to pass such a law as people would then 
be compelled to dispense with the waggons 
they at present own. The weight of the 
load to be carried shounuld be regulated. 

Mr, Peck said it was only proposed to 
ask authority to regulate the sizo of tyres 
and if permission were grinted a discussion 
would then follow, which would result to 
the benefit of the people. 

Mr, Ashley considered that if the pro- 
posal in question were accepted it would 
not injure the roads so much as those-at 
present in use and besides waggons with 
wide tyres would be better for farmers 
on the roads as well as on their own pro- 
perty. Were this scheme accepted, in ten 
yeara a general benefit would follow. 

Mr, Anderson disapproved of the motion, 
as he considered in a country where there 
were mud roads waggons with wide tyres 
would not prove acceptable. 

Mr. Flint said the wider the tyre the 
better it would be for the roads, and also 
for tho horses, and in his opinion the wider 
the tyre the more our farmers would be 
benefitted. His experience fayored the use 
of wide tyres, and if that principle were | 
adopted it would be a great saving to the 
people. 

Mr, Kavanagh considerod that the mat- | 
ter should be left to the discretion of tho 
people who used waggons. 

Mr. Ashley said if the power asked was 
conferred on the Council it would in the 


end redound to the benofit of the people 
generally.

Vaivue ov Exons Journacs. ‘The 
growth from small beginnings to a position 
of commanding influence and wealth of 
some of the London journals has been re- 
markable. It has been stated in recent

tor 102, soction I, of the Consolidated Statutes 
of Newfoundland, viz: ‘No porson shall haul | 
or take herring by or in a seine or othor. such | 
tontrivance on or near any part of the coast of 
this colony o¥ of its dependencies, or in any of | 
the bays, harbors or other places therein, at 
any tiine between the twentieth day of Uctober 
and the twenty-fifth day of Apri 

Second-—That the American captains were 
setting and putting out seines and hauling and 
taking herring on Sunday, the 6th January,in 
direct violation of section 4, chapter 7, of tho 
Act passod 26th April, 1876, entitled ‘* An 
Act to amend the law relating to the const 
fisheries,” viz. No person shall, between the 
hours of twelve o'clock on Saturday night and 
and twelve o'clock on Sunday night, haul or 
take herring, caplia or squid with net, seins, 
bunts, or any such contrivance for the purpose 
of such hauling or taking.” ie 

Third—That they were barring fish, in di- 
rect yiolation of the continuance of the same 
Act, title 27, chapter 102, section 1, of tho 
Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland : 
“Oy at any time use a sein or other contri- 
vance for the catching or taking of herring, 
except by way of shooting and forthwith 
hauling the samo,” 

Fourth—That, contrary to the terms of the 
Treaty of Washington. (Article 18), in which 
it is expressly provided that they do not in: 
terfere with the rights of private property or 
with British fiahermen in the peaceable uso of 
any part of tho said coasts ia their occupancy 
for the same purpose, they wero fishing ille- 
gally, interfering with the rights of Britith 
fiahermen and their peaceable use of that part 
of the coast then occupied by thom. 

vifth—That the Americans are bound equal- 
ly with the Colonial fishermen to observe the 
local laws above referred to, and all other lo 
cal regulations to which British fishermen are 
subject, is clear, not only from the Treaty 
and the usage of the American authorities in 
dealing with British fishermev, but from the 
general law of nations, that the citizens of a 
foreign country admitted by treaty or other- 
wiso into «friendly state for the purposo of 
trade or otherwise, aro bound equally with 
the native subjects of that State to observe 
its gencral laws, 

This isa yory plain and understandable 
statement ofa highly important matter. 
So apparent is the justice of the conten- 
tion of the Newfoundlanders, that, in the 
opinion of reasonable men, nothing can be 
urged against it. The only question left 
is, are the United States fishermen, to 
whom the use of the Canadian and New- 
foundland fisheries has been given under 
treaty, to be allowed to use those fisheries 
on terms altogether ditferent from those 
under which the native fishermen carry on 
their work?

Pouice.—Five tramps and two prisoners 
ccoupied the cells last night. 


“ Jast beyond the Ogilyio farm, about 
two miles south-eastorly of Campbellford, 
wo came upon the first tie we had seen, and 
from this point to Hoard’s bridge, except- 
ing at short intervals of a few yards, the 
ties aro laid along the whole lino of the 
road, 

“On Monday, the men were employed 
laying the track about one-half milo east of 
Hoard’s bridge, but from a deficiency of 
ties, which, to keop the work going had to 
be laid at double tho required distance, 
the work proceeded slowly. Tho bridge 
at Mr. Vernon Hoard’s, knew as Hoard’s 
Bridgo, is completed, the ties leid, and 
ready for tho rails ; and in its vicinity is a 
space of ground reserved for a station. 
Culverts of now timbor, strong and dor- 
able, have been built whorever needed, 
and everything appears to be just what is 
required to do satisfactory work. 

‘* The rapidity with which these work- 
men laid the ties and arranged the rails 
was surprising. It was system and order 
throughout, managed with the regularity 
of clock-work. Their moyoments seemed 
as if all wore solf-interostod ; they wore 
not slow and measured, but all push, 
energy and spoed. A car containing the 
matorial was pushed to the terminus of tho 
track. Immediately, of several sets, two 
men, one on either end, seized a tie, and 
with a run, laid it ona spot indicated by a 
measured pole ahead. Following these in 
rapid succession, others came, and no soon- 
er was the last of the required number of 
ties, we think six, laid, then with grap- 
pling irons two men clinched a rail, and 

speedily drawing it over a little iron roller 
on the car, itsend dropped into the hands 
of other men prepared to receive it, and it 
was laid and gauged, plated and coupled, 
bolted and spiked in halfthetime itrequires 
to write it. A set of men represented each 
department of the work ; they kuew their 
work and preformed it with an apparent 
ase and agility that was amusing to bo- 

hold. 

“ Not being able to meet Mr. Newman,

Waste. 


BY BISHOP CLARK, OF RHODE ISLAND, 

At the first glance it would seem as 
though there must bo a great amount of 
waste in nature, waste of power, material, 
beauty, and life. Of all the heat and light 
thrown off by the sun, what an infinites- 
imal fraction reaches the planets, where 
alone these elemonts would appear to be of 
any service, Every thunder-sterm is a 
waste of electric power, resulting, so far as 
our senses teach us, in nothing but de- 
struction. All the rain that falls upon the 
ocean isso much thrown away, Myriads 
of seeds die without germinating. Not 
one blossom in a score develops itself in 
fruit, and the greater part of the fruit that 
forms never ripens. Flowers bloom in the 
wilderness, where no man paaseth by. 
Down in the depths of the sea, which 
human eye never penetrated, beautiful 
groves of corals grow, and fishes glistening 
in silver and gold glide in and out among 
green and purple lichens, more delicate 
and graceful than the lily, Pearls, more 
precious than silver and gold, pebbles and 
shells whose coloring no art of man can 
equal, lie scattered there in wild profusion, 
—wasted, as it seems to us. Multitudes 
of living things, both on land and in the 
sea, just dart into being, to be at once 
swept away by the elements, or consumed 
by some other living thing. All kinds of 
fish feed upon each other; carnivorous 
beasts would die if they did not kill; no 
ravager can be more destructive than the 
gay bird that wakes us in tho morning, 
and the poor insect is the common 
prey of all. At this very moment, 
attracted by the blaze of the lamp, 
a little winged creature lights upon 
my paper whose exquisite beauty no paint- 
er could ever copy, and whose perfect me- 
chanism no artisan could reproduce, and 
yet I brush him. carelessly away without 
the slightest feeling of remorse, It is true 
that the bugs and the beotles and the 
worms not unfrequently have their sweet 
revenge, as our blighted harvest fields can 
testify. Then, of the human beings that 
are born into the world, what an extraor- 
dinary proportion die before they have 
learned to know what life means—just ut- 
tering a cry or two, and then swept off out 
ot eight forever! But, after all, what 
looks to: us like wastein nature is only a 
maryellous profusion. There is no abso- 
lute destruction, only a change in the form 
of power, and in the application of matter 


to new uses. The carth weighs just what 
itdid in the beginning. Even death is 
only one stage in the process of life. As 
soon as we begin to live .we begin to die, 
and when, at last, the body crumbles alto- 
gether, it farnishes material to build up 
something else, There must be decompo- 
sition in order to recomposition. In na- 
ture all things travel in a circle. The 
beautiful objects which haunt the forest 
and the wilderness, or lie buried in the 
cayerns of the ocean, may subserve some 
purpose of which we are ignorant, and it 
costs the almighty nothing to scatter thom 
broadcast over the land and the sea, The 
premature departure of so many human 
beings is a great mystery, but it is in a 
great dogreo the fault of man, and in pro- 
cess of timo will in a great degree be rome- 
died, and it is a comfort to believe that 
the tlower-bud which never opens here will 
expand and bloom and reach its maturity 
in the gardens of Paradise. 


When we come into the domain of art we 
find that there is a certain amount of real 


waste. Science is beginning to teach us 
how we may economize power and _materi- 
al. No intelligent farmer or artisan will 
now expend his bodily strength in doing 
by irae what can be done so much_ better 
and with comparatively little labor by the 
aid of machinery. Many things that used 
to be cast away as rubbish are now utilized 
and made serviceable, Wo save a great 
deal of time by our improved modes of 
travel. The male sex do not expend as 
much time and toil upon their bucklos 
and wigs and dress in general as their 
forefathers did—in which respect they are 
somewhat in advance of thoir wives and 
daughters. And yet there still exists a 
degree of waste, both of time and material, 
which needs to be» rectified: ~ Much’ valu- 
able metal is carted off with tho rofuso 
slag, because wo have not found out how 
to make clean work in our smelting. A 
great deal of valuable timber is lost in saw- 
dust, On certain chemical processes there 
is too much lost by ovaporation. Tho 
smoke that hangs about our cities and do- 
files the buildings is only a wasto of good 
carbon. We lose a good deal of cotton by 
bad baling. I am obliged to spond much 
more time in writing this paper than I 
should if all tho superfluous letters wore 
eliminated from our language, A groat 
deal moro could be put into acolumn of a 
paper if all the words wore spelt as thoy 
are pronounced, 

And now I pass on to speak of what may 
bo called social waste, Toro we find this 
element in its worst form, A great deal of 
breath is wasted in saying irrelovant things, 
in gossip and slander, and what 
propriately known wi mall tall.” 
breath is wasted in public speaking, in 
long-winded Ipattee in stupid platitudes, 
in flowers of rhotoric that havo neither 
color, nor perfurmo, nor grace of form, in 
wild appeals, oxuggorated statomonts, per- 
vorsiovs of the truth, in woary arguments 
to prove what either noods no proof or is 
incapable of being proved, in wandering up 
and down the wildornoss of thought, whero 
thore isno road or path or land-mark, or 
anything but dry, drifting sand.

nothing, in dawdling and lounging and 
sky-gazing, in waiting for * somothing to 
turn up,” in hearing what is nob worth 
hearing, and roading what is not worth 
reading, and in innumerable other ways 
which aro familiar to us all. 

Men wasto a good deal of their substance, 
They do it in high living, which may really 
bo vory low living, in giving to unworthy 
objects, in stock speculations and risky in- 
vostments of all sorts, in not keeping their

the fidelity of others, in insuring in bo, 
companies, in buying joyaticn aoe 


what they do not 
noed,in holding on to their goods too long, 
in allowing their wares to deteriorate, in 
neglecting to keep things in Proper. repair, 
in foolish endorsing, and trying to help 
those who are too lazy or nhiftloas or stupi 
or ignorant to take care of themnel yon. 

Men also wasto thoir influénce. They do 
this by enlisting in foolish causes and ab- 
surd schomes, by coming to rash decisions.

decision and 80 not acting at all, by somo 
infolicity of manner or temper, or by the 
want of. proper. moral balance. Nothing 
weakens « man’s hold upon society 6o much 
as doubt of his intergrity.

‘The establishment of an institution in 
which paupera may be properly cared for, 
and those of them who aro able, obliged to 
contribute towards the expenses incurred 
in supporting them, by performing ® cor- 
tain amount of labor, isa project which 
from timo to time has engaged attention in 
this County, Some years ago, it was pro- 
nounced upon adversely by the people, but 
aswo believe that judgment was the result 
rather of a momentary prej udico rather 
than of woll considered disapproval, wo 
should like to seo the scheme taken up 
again, fully matured and- discussed, and 
then pronounced upon by the people. We 
are led to the conclusion that tho establish- 
ment of such an institution, if properly 
gone about, would be not alone a pecuniary 
saving to. thé minor municipalities, but a 
humane and Christian work, benefitting 
not alone theratepayers but the unfortunate 
poor who are unable to provide for them- 
selves, by the experience of other Counties 
In which such institutions havo been es- 
tablished, These reflections are induced 
by a perusal of the annual report for 1877-8 
of the Inspector of the County of Elgin 
House of Industry, a synopsis of which 
shows that the average expense per week for 
cach inmate, including interest on cost of 
farm and buildings and improvements, has 
beon only seventy-five cents ; this is with- 
out taking into consideration the board of 
hired help and family of keeper. The ox- 
penso of running the Institution the past 
year amounted to $1,730, against $1,457.80 
to Nov., 1877, an increase of about $300. 
This advance is attributablo to the fact that 
tho average number of inmates has been 
much greater, being 39 in 76-77, and 42 in 
77-78.

Mr. Flint waid theeo debentures were as 
safe in tho hands of the Council as well as in 
In tho interests of the 
county these debentures should not be given 
over until the road was satisfactorily com: 
ploted and the Council was satisfied the work 
was properly done. He had heard that the 
fencing posts were driven in the gronnd six or 
eight inches, whilst the grading was deficient, 
If the Company had acted in good faith the 
results would have been different. After 
many promises the road was not yet dune, 
though it had been stipulated that it should 
be completed by the first of the month. 

Mr, Cross said we would fill our measure of 
the law whon we handed the debentures over 
to the Trustees, who would not deliver them 
over till the road was finished according to 
Jaw. What wo should do now was to give 
the Warden tho instructions asked for, as the 
Company could compel us to issue the deben- 
tures, 

Mr. Francis favored the holding of the de- 
bentures by this Council. 

Mr. White said a little charity should be 
extended to this Company, as the road was 
built through the centre of the County, and 
over a most difficult section, and it had cost 
a large sum of money to its promoters with 
all the didiculties the Company had to con- 
tend with,—yot there was no road but what 
was deticient at first. This Company and the 
road should be enovuraged and assisted, and 
whilst we can be just let us also bo generour. 
A large sum of money was spent amongst us, 
and we should encourage all who bring capital 
into the County and spend it amongst tho 
peoplo, and this road itself would tend to the 
development of the mineral regions, enable 
back residents to bring their produce to mar- 
ket readily, as well as tend to settlo the back 
country, which in itself would populate our 
County and therefore increase the taxable 
property, and reduce the heavy travel on our 
gravel roads, and the expenditure on them- 
He sincerely regretted that the projectors of 
this road, Moasra, Lloyd and Pardee, were not 
now the owners of the road, and we should 
not forget that we owed much to the energy 
of Mr. Lloyd in this matter, and we should 
all regret that Mr. Pardeo was such a heavy 
loser by the enterprise, He favored the issu- 
ing of the debentures. 

Mr. Ashley had confidence in those nomin- 
ated as Trustees last June, and it only rested 
with us now to authorize the issuing of the 
debentures. 

Mr. White said that Messrs, Wood and 
Falkiner had promised to accept as ‘Trustees 
those whom the Coyncil nominated, but they 
had not done #o, as Mr. Pearce had been nom- 
ed by the Company in place of Mr. Emo, 

Mr, Ashley said the probable reason of this 
was that as Madoc was giving $30,000 it 
was only right it should name one Trustee, 
particularly as it was largely interested. 

The Warden eaid the Council had named 
Mr, Emo aa ita trastec for the County and 
Madoc, This was not acceptable to Mr. 
Wood, and the time having elapsed the Com- 
pany named Mr, Pearce, although they had 
formerly also nominated My.

a Gisen Food for Cons 


A reador at Toma River, N. J., writos to 
know what is tho best ey to grow for 
vory early and vory lato food for miloh cows: 
Wo should pronounce winter rye the very 
beat crop to gcow for early feeding, and 
barloy the bost of anything wo havo tricd 
for lato feeding. Boots, cabbagos aud tur- 
nips make good feed for October and No- 
yomber, whon they can be uned without 


injuring the flavor of tho milk. Cabbages | 


and turnips stand considerable freezing 
without being seriously injured, but it is o 
little difficult, oftentimes, to fecd them to 
butter cows, on account of the odor impart- 
ed to tho mill. Barley 3s an excellont for- 
age crop to be fod green or dry, at any timo 
of the year whon it can be obtained. Lt has 
been used vory extensively for cattle food 
in California and other countries not 
spocially adapted to the growth of hay and 
pasture grass, but, until recently, it has re- 
ceived very little attention from New Eng- 
land farmers asa soiling crop. Wo have 
grown it but one year provious to tho pre- 
sont seeson, and cannot speak of it with the 
confidence that we can of oats, rye and 
millet, yet wo believe it will prove a valu- 
able crop when rightly managed. It grows 
in slittle less timo then oats, while it 
soems to bo much less subject to damage by 
rust and blight. Woe sowed a field of it Last 
spring voly early, and it appeared to suffer 
more than oats from the long spel of cold 
woathor in May. Boarloy is understood to 
like a Jittle warmor weather than that re- 
quired for oats, ond, for thia rerson, will do 
better sown during the hot weathor of July 
avd carly August than oats. Jt does not 
incline to tiller out as much as oais, and if 
it would stand up, would bear pretty thick 
sooding, but from our short experience, we 
are inclined to think that, if sowa very 
thickly, it would lodge and rot on rich 
lond. 

We have sowa three bushels to the acre 
tho presont summor, Tho sced is low at 
this time in market, that which is suitable 
for growing fodder being offered for about 
seventy-five conts per bushel at the regular 
gra‘n stores. The seed dealers who have a 
clean, choice article ask a little more. 

Since farmeraaro thiuking so much of 
growing green crops for cows, there is an 
increasing inquiry about the best plants for 
very early and very late feeding. Corn 
and millet are excellent fodder crops, but 
they are only in condition for feeding 
greon during tho late sommer months. 
Early or late frost will kill, both, We oe- 
casionally seo ryo criticiaed. as a bailing 
crop. A writer from the New York 
Tribune lately asserted that groen rye in- 
jured the milk of his herd. and, also, as he 
believed, caused erious loss from abortion. 
Judging from our own practice for a long 
term of years, we should say thut the 
gentleman was entirely mistaten. We 
tnink we have made good bntter from 
geeen rye, and with no other food except 
grain, and we have never heard a hint to 
the contrary from any of our customers ; 
and as to its causing abortion, we should 
fear it no more than we should fear a blue 
geass pasture, Rye should be sown thicl:- 
ly, and cut while young and tender, in 
order to obtain the best results, Four 
bushels of seed per acre, on rich, mellow 
so'l, adapted to the crop, w"'l give 4 burden 
wo!l worth harvesting, before the heads 
come in aight, while if but ono bushel is 
sown, the crop might seem hardly worth 
cutting before it comes into bloom, 


We well remember when dairy cows on 
most farms receiyed no feed from May to 
November, except what they obtained from 
pastures, atid by after-feoding the mowing 
fields, but, since it has been proved that 
cows can live well and give an abundavt 
yield of milk from greon corn, most good 
farmers raise a patch of it every year to 
feed during the dry weather, which is gen- 
erally expected in August, aud to take the 
place of tho after-feed of the mowings, 
which it is found had better be mowy and 
cured for hay, or Jeft on the ground forthe 
beniefit of the next year's crop. As the sub- 
ject of soiling cows becomes better under- 
stood, itis probable that other crops than 
those now grown will bo} introduced and 
their yalve determined, Winter wheat 
sown in September will make an excellent 
foed to follow winter rye, and spring wheat 
sown in July or the first of August may yot 
be found equal or superior to barley. Tho 
cost of seed has been againat the use of 
wheat for soiling, but were the demard 
greater there would, undoubtedly, be a 
supply at reasonable prices.—New England 
Farmer. 


How Much Manure toan Acre, 


We are sometimes asked this question, 
but do not always know how to answer for 
want of knowledge of all the facts, One 
authority says,for strawberries, use EMRE 
five cords to the acre, Another, in rep 
to the question as to how much dressing 
he used for his pear orchard, said all he 
could ploughin and rather more. In one case 
that we know of, the person ploughed under 
al! the manure he could, and then dug in 
with a spade as much more. In the first 
case, whore seventy-five cords are recom- 
mended to the acre, it will be seen that the 
cost of the dressing alone would be about 
five hundred dollars,and its application and 
ploughing inanother hundred. Can any per- 
son make it pay to use such an amount of 
dressing for any crop? 

In the caso of tho peat orchard, we do 
know that the owner sold this year, from 
less than seventy small trees, soventy 
bushels of fruity at an average of over 
threo dollars a bushel, some selling for 
fouc dollars, As about two hundred troes 
can easily be grown to the acre, it will 
readily be seen that a large amount could 
be secured in retura for the outlay for 
dressing on the pear orchard. Wo do 
believe it pays to manure highly. It will 
not pay to do otherwise near cities where 
land is dear, if it will anywhere. A little 
Jand well tilled will pay a larger profit 
than much land poorly cared for. We say 
use more dressing, and you will find your 
accountinit. Itis often said by those liv- 
ing in the country that they cannot pro- 
cure as much dressing as thoy need. This 
need not be so if such persons are located 
on or near tho line ofarailway. Wo have 
known horse manure to be delivered 
rey: Ae milea from Bostun by cars, as 
cheaply as it could be dojiverod by teams 
cight miles away. 

A fow weeks ago wo called upon a farmer 
near Boston and saw a hay field from which 
ho had taken a crop and wo remarked upon 
tho appearance ofthe same. He said he 
cut five tons of ay to the ncre from the 
field each year, taking off two crops, It 
will be said that this is an oxceptional caso. 
So it is, butit neod not bo; tho land is 
naturally no botter than thousands of acres 
that may be found in New England and 
elsewhere.

‘our previous accumulations to feed ourselves 
This is now being recognized as a matter 
worthy of grave attention, even by those who 
previously made light of the very great and 
wing dispavity between our exports and our 
imports. Itis now admitted that we have to 
pay America for grain in bonds which we had 
previously purchased out of savings ; this must 
represent a definite drowing upon capital. Asa 
consequence, in fact, of the vast amount of grain 
we buy from the United States, and the increns- 
ing disinclination shown to take our manufac- 
tures in exchange, and the Americans are be- 
_ coming more and more their own creditors. This 
whole subject of export and import and balance 
of trade generally has been treated hitherto in 
far too perfunctory a manner. Unless wo great- 
take, events are at hand which will drive 


us to reconsider the whole matter in relation to 

more than one portion of our empire, as well ns 

in relation to the protective policy of foreign 
‘powers.

The Hatred of Royalty. 


Attempted Assassination of King 
umvert. 


Narurs, Nov. 17.—As King Humbert 
was entering this city in state to-day a 
poorly clad man attempted to assassinate 
him with a poinard. Signor Cairoli, Chief 
of the Ministry, who was in the carriage 
with the King, laid hands on the man, who 
wounded him in the thigh. The King 
drew his sword and struck the assassin, 
who was immediately secured. Tho King 
received a slight scratch. Popnlar indigna- 
tion is intense, and demonstrations of loy- 
alty are unbounded. The assassin is twenty- 
nine years old, and by occupation a cook. 
He says he belongs to no society, but being 
poor, nourished hatred toward Kings. The 
King and Queen had been enthusiastically 
received by immenso crowds, The assassin 
atcacked the King while the latter was re- 
ceiving a petition. Tho King showed great 
coolness, Tho Queen and their son, who 
were in the carriage, displayed much cour- 
age. The assassin's name is Giovanni 
Passanante. He says he does not like 
Kings. Immense crowds are in tho streets 
to-night, celebrating the King’s escape. 
The Austrian Embassy is illuminated and 
the Ambassador cheered. 
Laren ~Passanante was bearing a banner 
among the trade associations which paraded 
to meet the King. He had fastened a dag- 
ger to the flng-staff, and with it wounded 
the King inthe arm. Tho captain of the 
cuirassiors ended tho struggle at the Royal 
coach by seizing Passananto, 
LATER. 
During the passage of a procession in 
honor of King Humbert’s escape a bomb 
was thrown among a corps of veterans and 
exploded. Two men wero killed and sever- 
algwounded, 
Vienna, Nov, 18.—A tologram from 
Berlin reports a belief current that a plot 
exista for the assassination of all sover- 
cigns. It is stated that the Russian judges, 
when examining Nobeling’s case, were lod 
to believe in the existence of a central 
organization for this purposo and investi- 
gations are still going on, 
Navies, Nov. 18.—Sevoral letters from 
members of the International Society have 
been found at Passanante’s abode,and more 
Invernationalists have consequently been 
arrested. The King had, previous to the 
attempt on his life, recvived two letters in- 
timating that it would be made. 
Further particulars of the attempted as- 
sassination show that the King struck tho 
assassin on the head with his sheathed 
sword immediately on being attacked. 
Signor Osiroli gragpled desperately with 
the man, and received a long but not deep 
wound, which caused considerable loss of 
bluod. He is now confined to bed.

down again to Marmora, firing a royal salute 
as she passed Seraglio Point at tbo entrance to 
the Bosphorus. The *‘Agincourt” and ‘‘Lo- 
vincible” followed the motions of the “flag” 
in all but firing the salute, and as th-y swept 
rapidly round and passed out of Constaut- 
inople’s celebrated channel, the Turks had the 
opportunity of seeing how easily thess large 
veasela can be handled whenconstaut practice 
bas given contidence to taose in command anda 
complete knowledgeof the vessel's behavior ip 
ellcivcamstances, The flagship and herconsort 
soon overhauled the ‘ Research” and li tle 
** Cygnet,” and, reforming, the whole squac- 
ron then proceeded for Artaki Bay. Little is 
known of this new anchorage of the fleet be- 
youd the fact of its affording tolerably good 
holding ground and partial shelter agaiust all 
winds but those between eouthwest and norch- 
west. The anchorage is at the head of a gulf, 
not like that of Samio, with its upper part 
a'mosi a lake, by the closing in of the land on 
either side, but one of no great length, and 
with a wide open mouth, ready for the recep- 
tion of the heavy sea sent rolling in by tho 
heavy gales which, during the winter months, 
alternate with strong -northeasterly winds 
along this shore,

HOW NEARLY THE TRAGEDY CAME TO HAVING 
A DIFFERENT SEQUEL, 


Mr. Joseph B. Stewart, a lawyer of New 
York, is the man who leaped on the stage 
of Ford’s Theatre in Washington on the 
night of April 14, 1865, and followed J. 
Wilkes Booth behind the scenes into the 
alley where the saddled horse was waiting. 
Everybody else in the theatre was dazed 
with what had occurred, or was thoughtful 
only of the wounded man, Mr. Stewart 
sat with his family next to the orchestra 
rail to the right of the middle aisle, To 
his right in the proscenium box of tho 
second tier was President Lincoln, Mr. 
Stewart heard the fatal shot, and, looking 
up, saw the President’s head fall forward 
on his bosom: The stage was empty. 
The next instant Booth stepped on the 
balustrade of the box to leap down to the 
stage. As he stood poised with a dagger 
in his hand, Stewart, who had a slight ac- 
quaintance with him, recognized him, and 
at a glance took in the situation. Booth’s 
spur was caught in some of the drapery, 
and as he fell to the stage his back was to- 
wards tho anectatora. Tha words‘ Sin 
feet touched the stage. He sprang up, and, 
brandishing the dagger, strode diagonally 
across the stage to the opposite side. As 
he arose Mr. Stewart sprang to the top of 
the orchestra, but his foot slipped. He 
lost an instant in mending his hold, and 
then leaped over the intervening space to 
the footlights, Had he known the position 
of the rear entrance to the theatre,he could 
have reached it soon as Booth did As it 
was, he was compelled to follow the fugitive 
diagonally to the left, and then back across 
the stage behind the scenes. The door was 
shut in his face, and he could not readily 
open it. When he did, he saw Booth 
springing into the saddle. The horse's 
head was towards a brick wall. Stewart 
sprang forward to grasp the left rein, As 
he did so, Booth turned the animal to the 
right, and backing it as it turned, its ruwp 
threw Stewart against the wall. Then 
came a race across the courtyard towards a 
sharp turn that led to the alley opening in- 
to F street.

Horrible Affairin Detroit. 


AN AMHERSTBURG GIRL OUTRAGED IN A 
CROWDED STREET. 

Derrorr, Nov. 18.—A most horrible and 
brutal outrage was committed here last 
evening, the victim of a brute’s lust being 
a young and beautiful lady, the niece of 
Judge Lyman Cochrane, of the Superior 
Court of this city, of whose family she is 
an inmate. Her name is Ida Campbell, 
of Amherstburg, Ont. Tho young lady had 
been spending the evening at the house of 
a friend on Congress street, one of the most 
aristocratic and frequently-trayelled thor- 
oughfares in Detroit, and about 9 o'clock 
started to return home, Escort was offer- 
ed her, but, owing to the early hour and 
the number of people on the atreet she de- 
clined, thinking she could reach her resi- 
dence without being molested.

around her head, seized her in his arms 
and bore her into the yard of the Detroit 
Locomotive Works, some distance away,on 
auother street. ‘There he was beyond de- 
tection,and,although the poor girl struggled 
vigorously, the beast succeeded in ovér- 
powering her, and, brutally tearing away 
her clothing, outraged her person—not 
once, but thrice, possibly oftener. The 
victim, becoming unconscious, could not 
by ratrditran-nirad,atter, She .was_found 
wards, still senseless, her face covered with 
blood, and her neck black where she had 
been choked by the man. The officer con- 
ducted her to the Woodbridge street Police 
Station, and subsequently had her convey- 
ed home. The girl is but 19, exceedingly 
delicate, and it is feared the assault and 
shock consequent thereto may result seri- 
ously.

Capt. Tripp, a woll-known whaling cap 
| tain who has made several voyages to the 
Arctic Ocean, is a disbeliover in an open 
polar sca. His trip to the world of ice the 
present year has but confirmed his experi- 
}ance in the past, In a conversation with 
}him a Chron’ele reporter proonred som 
interesting facts on this some what mystifi 
edaubject. No vessels have been able }to 
got further than 63 degrees north this 
yoar, ard ull eaptains report heavy iow in 
the Arctic, In one of the voyages, whilo 
Capt. Tripp was mastor of the bark Arcti 
he reached as high as latitude 73 de 
In 1870 Wrangel’s Land was cloar of ico, 
and in 1871 his ahip was within a mile of 
the shore of that land which no human be 
ing has ever stepped upon, so far as history 
| tells us, With the nid of a splendid glass, 
he got a good view of the entire lay of the 
land, but ho was unable to see any human 
inhabitants, or evidence thereof. No ani- 
mal life was visible avo sea birds that 
flitted in aid-air along the shore. The 
earth was greon, no snow being visiblo, A 
coast range is visible from the ocean which 
resombles coast regions further south, 
tending as faras Onlifornia. Shrubs were 
plainly visible, but Uapt, Tripp was unable 
to discover any large trevs or forests, 
Wrangoel’s Land runs northwest, and, so 
far as known, extends indefinitely into re- 
gions never penetrated by the white man. 
The Indians inhabiting that portion of 
Aloska bordering on the North Pole have 
no traditions that any peoplo have over 
been seen on Wrangel's Land, though they 
state that deer ofa variety unknown to 
Alaska have been found on Herald Island, 
in the heart of the Arctic and from which 
the land named can be distinctly seen, It 
issupposed that the animals made their way 
across the ice from the mainland of Wrangel 
to the island. No canoes, clothing, or re- 
lics of any kind haye drifted from Wrangel’s 
Land to Alaska, as an indication that anew 
race of human beings existe] in the unex- 
plored regions of the Arctic, Still, it is 
belioved by those sea captains who have 
taken close observations that the mysterious 
country alluded to ishabitable. The fact 
that no snow was to be seen, that voget- 
ation looked green and vigorous, and that 
mountains loomed up in the distance, as 
sheltering fortresses for the valleys, are so 
many proofathat humanity could find a foot-

Siberian Hxiles 


Since the beginning of the present con- 
tury nearly halfa million persons have 
been exiled from Russia to Siberia. Be- 
tween 1807 and 1812 the average trans- 
portation was 2,035 offenders a year. In 
1840 the average was calculated at 5,000, 
in 1860 the number was 10,000, and in 
1870 nearly 20,000, showing a large and re- 
markable increase upon the deportation 
during two reigns which are popularly sup- 
posed to have been more oppressive than 
the present. In 1877 the total was atill 
higher, being no less than 25,000, but this 
increase is accounted for by the number of 
Circassian revolters and Bashi Bazouk pri- 
soners of war who were sent across the 
Ourals as a punishment for their atrocities, 
The Siberian Government reckons theso 
exiles as amounting to about 5,000, but 
this, in common with the rest of the 
statistics, is probably short of the actual 
mark; as, according to the showing of 
Russian newspapers, double that number 
of Circassian revolters have been deported 
from the Caucasus, while not a singl: 
Bashi Bazouk captured by the Muscovites 
during the war, and sent for safe keeping 
to Russia, has been allowed to return to 
Turkey, All have been exiled to the 
desolate region boyond the Altai and con- 
tiguons to tho Amoor. Theoretically 
speaking, the Russian officials in Siberia 
ought to be able with the passport system 
to give, ata moment's notice, the exact 
whereabouts of any offender forwarded from 
Russia for their safe-guarding. In practice, 
however, a large percentage of exiles, not 
conspicuous by thoir crimes, rapidly slip 
through their fingers and become lost. On 
New Year's Day, 1876, the registers of the 
Provineo of Tobolsak showed the names 
of 22 exiles, but of these only 
34,293 could be satisfactorily accounted for, 
in Tomsk, out of 29,675 offenders, 4,651 
were missing. Jt is known beyond doubt 
that during the last ton years 156,067 exiles 
have been sent across the Ourals to Siberia, 
and of these 75,000 ought to have located 
themselves in the western provinces, whore- 
as the Governor of Tobolsk admits in a re- 
turn he has just forwarded to St. Peters- 
burk that his subordinates can only account 
for one-third that number, In this return 
he candidly admits that out of 99,930 con- 
Victs sont to his district since 1869 he can 
only give the whereabouts of $4,293, while 
anothor return from the Governor of Tomsk 
confesses that out of 100,000 exiles received 
since 1851 ia Tomsk only 25,000 now ro-

The Midnight Sun. 
A GLORIOUS SIGHT IN THE ARCTIC CIKCLE. 


As we croased the famed Arctic Circle, 
we saw, far away to the westward, the four 
isolated peaks of the Islands of ‘Threnan, 
which stands up erect as towers in the 
ocean, as if placed there aa sentinels, to 
keep watch and ward over the entrance to 
the Polar Seas, Nearer to our ship's 
course, we passed the curious Isle of Hes- 
tamando, or Horseman's Island, so-cailed 
by the sailors of these seas from the like- 
hess it is supposed to bear to a huge 
cavalry soldier riding through the waves, 
The fsherman always take off their caps, 
and make an obeisance to the ‘‘ horseman” 
as their boats float past him, L——— 
and TI remained on deck towatch for the 
“midnight sun,” the mountains to the 
northward of the Polar Circle being nearly 
all shaw-capped, with many a large” glacier 
topping the highest hills, or appearing be- 
tween the ridges, 


The lights at 11:45 p.m, when the sun 
appeared asis about to set, although of 
course it did not do so, were splendid, and 
the white capped mountains were covered 
with a panoply of every hue of the rainbow, 
while tho sea around was one golden purple 
blaze of tiny wavelets. The scene pr.sented 
tous at 12 o'clock, midnight, altogethor 
baffles description,and a far abler pen than 
mine would be required to doa tithe of 
justice to such a glorious panorama, 


There, some distance above the horizon, 
we saw the blood-red ball of the sun, and 
so bright was the round mass of flame that 
our eyes could scarcely bear to look at it. 
Its warm rays could still be felt although 
the wind now met us,and a yery cold north 
easterly breeze it was, straight from the 
frozen shores of Spitzbergen ; this of itself 
was suflicient to remind us that we were in 
a far northern land. 


No one on deck spoke, and the extreme 
stillness and solitude were very striking 
and the effect solemn, The color of the 
sun was even redder than it is in fall day- 
light, but the spectacle cannot be described 
properly by a writer, and can hardly be 
imagined by any one who has not been in 
these northern latitudes, The way in which 
the hundreds of huge snow capped moun- 
tain peaks and their rugged aides were 
lighted up by the bright rays was almost 
magical ; and the varied colors, which 
danced in constant motion upon the snow 
ond on the surface of the sea, were worth 
coming all the way from England to gaze 
upon, The sun appeared, as nearly as wo 
could judge, to remain quite stationary 
from a quarter to twelve o'clock till about 
half past twelve a. m., when the orb began 
to rise again slowly ; and by one o'clock, 
the heavy mists which had been resting for 
the last two hours on the summits of some 
of the highest mountains,gradually merged 
into the skies, and as we went down toour 
berths all nature was fully as bright as 
midday. Truly it was a sight not to be for- 
gotten as long as memory lasts. —‘‘To The 
Arctic Reqions and Back in Six Weeks.”

The Opposition in the Ontario 
Legislature. 


The appointment to a position on the 
judical bench of the Hon. M. ©. Cameron? 
who for the past seven years has been the 
loader of the Opposition in tho Ontario 
Legislature, has oceasioned a considerable 
amount of speculation as to who shall be 
his successor in the party leadership. A 
number of names have been mentioned in 
this connection, prominent amongst which 
aro those of Messrs, Meredith, Lauder 
Scott, Merrick and Deacon, all gentlemen 
of ability and, so far as our knowledge ex- 
tends, well fitted for tho position, The 
gentleman whose claims have been the 
moat favorably mentioned is Mr. Meredith, 
who bas certainly shown on many occasions 
‘a breadth of view and an amount of ability 
which have won the favorable regard of his 
opponents in the Legislature as well as that 
of his friends. Still it is felt in some quar- 
ters that Mr, Meredith’s Parliamentary ex- 
perience, as well as that of Mr. Scott, 
who is perhaps the ablest man on the 
Conservative sido in the Legislature, how 
been rather short,and the selection of Hon. 
‘A. Morris, lately Lient.-Governor of Mani- 
toba, as the successor to Mr. Camerson, 
has been suggested. Mr. Morris has cor- 
tainly had all tho necessary experience in 
Parliament and in office to qualify him for 
the position, whilst his abilities aro of a 
high order and his personal qualities are 
excellent. Ho has never yet sat in the 
Ontario Legislaturo, but doubtless if the 
hon. gentleman be desirous of entering that 
body the seat which Mr. Cameron has 
vacated will be placed at his disposal. 
Whether or not Mr. Morris bo chosen as 
leader of the Opposition in the Ontario 
Parliament, it certainly is to be hoped that 
he will secure a seat in it, as his presence 
there would materially strengthen the Con- 
seryative party in the Legislature, which 
has been materially weakened by the with- 
* drawalof Messrs, Cameron and Macdougall, 
indisputably the two ablest gontlemen on 
cither side of politics who sat in the House. 
There are still, despite the withdrawals in 
queation,a large number of able men on the 
Conservative side of the House, and there 
is every prospect that at the general elec- 
tion, which will take place next year, the 
set of small politicians who at present rule 
the Province will be relieved from tho cares 
of office, 


Blections in Wngland. 


The expensiveness of the luxury of ran- 
ning for the British Parliament, whether 
a successful candidate or not, may be seen 
in the bills of the candidates at the late 
election in the county of Argyleshire, on 
the retirement of the Marquis of Lorne. 
The certified expenses of Lord Colin Camp- 
bell, brother of the Marquis of Lorne, 
amounted to £5,700 9s. 4d. ; whilst those 
of Colonel Malcolm amounted to £9,000. 
The total expenses of the two candidates, 
or rather the certified expenses, which are 
presumably lawful, amounted, therefore, to 
£14,700 95. 4d. Tho rogistered electors of 
the county are 3,000, so that the expenses 
of Colonel Malcolm, tho unsuccessful can- | 
didate, amounted to, within a very small 
fraction, threo pounds por head of every | 
olectonon the register ; while those of Lord 
Campbell smounted to vory nearly. two 
pounds per head. Tho larger expenditure 
of Colonel Malcolm may, perhaps, bo ex- 
plaine! on the ground that the county isa 
stronghold of tho Argyles, that all their 
influence was against him, and that he, | 
finding this to be #0, was lod to bo as lib. 
vral in the expenditure as it would be safe 
for him to go, in view of tho pains and 
penalties inflicted for bribery and corrup- 
tion. Wecan well understand that, againat 
such odds as the Argyle influence it might 
be necessary to go to so liberal an expendi- 
ture as nino thousand pounds, but it is, on 
tho other hand, rather difficult to under- 
stand why tho expenditure of noarly six 
thousand pounds by « “Campbell” should 
bo found necessary in the county of Argylo, 
whero, as is commonly supposed, the old 
clannish relations between laird and people 
retain much of their force.

The Times, in ita leader, says :—* Tho 
ultimation has been refused, and the re- 
sult, wo beleive, is that the issue has now 
been left in Lord Lyttun’s honds. Woe 
may expect to hear in a fow hours what 
action he intends to take. Ho will pro- 
batly occupy the Khyber and Khurom 
passes, and make some advance with the 
Qnuettah column.” 

The Standard adds that the Cabinet 

Council, which was held yesterday, ad- 
journed after a protracted sitting until to- 
morrow, but the decision arrived at dispels 
all doubt. We are consequently engaged 
in war with Afghanistan, which has been 
forced upon us by Russian intrigue and the 
evil effect of our past policy, 
* The Standard's Lahore despatch says the 
Government was preparing a proclamation 
which was to be issued on Thursday, show- 
ing that vigorous measures were unavoid- 
able. 

A despatch from Thull says :—It is ro- 
ported that the garrison of the first fortress 
in the Khurum Valley is prepared t> capi- 
tulate when summoned, The column is in 
splendid spirits and eager for the advance.” 

The Telegraph's correspondent, in a de- 
spatch dated Peshawaur, Nov. 20, says :— 
“Travelling from Thull yesterday I passed 
the Khurum force advancing. Thirty miles 
of the road were covered with troops, ele- 
phants,camels and cattle. The Pashawaur 
force is marching on Jumrood to-day, Tho 
Ameer is again-spreading the report that 
the Russians will defend Oanadahar.

Murdered with a Pitchfork. 
ANOTHER AGRARIAN TRAGEDY IN IRELAND, 


| Dublin (Oct, 23) Correspondence of the Lon- 
don Times 

The outrage near Moato has ended, as it 
was feared it would, in the death of tho un- 
fortunate man, Vonnellan, The Daily Ex 
press gives the following particulars of the 
munlor ;—'*Donnellan, who wasa tall,athlo 
tic man about 60 years of age, was in the 
omploy of Major Upton, tho landlord of the 
district, as herdsman and sub-manager. He 
was a Widower and lived in a house by the 
roadside, at a nouulot called Coolatore 
within five miles of M Excopt a ser- 
vant boy, there was no other upant of 
che house. He had a brother who ocoupied 
asinall farm on the eatato, who had, for 
his rank in life.a considerable sum of monvy. 
Mach against his will, the brother married, 
and at the end of four years died, leaving 
all his property to his widow, who some 
time since married another man named 
Duncan, This man's conduct so dis- 
pleased Donnellan that he induced Major 
Upton to evict him. A claim for compensa 
tion was made at the Moate quarter sos- 
sions,and a sum of £25 awarded for the dis- 
turbance. This sum,it should be observed, 
was ono one eighth of what Major Upton 
had offered to Duncan before going into 
court. The police, knowing the bad blood 
which was excited between the deceasod 
and Duncan, thought it necessary to keep 
a strict watch over the place, least an at- 
tack should be made upon him. For sever- 
al months their vigilant attention was con 
tinued, butjnothing occurred to oxcitesu a- 
picion, and lately Donnellan, who was a 
fearless man, told them they need not any 
longer keep a watch on his house ; as he 
did not apprehend any harm. The farm out 
of which Duncan had been evicted remain- 
ed meanwhile tenantless, but the crop, which 
belonged to Major Upton, was being re- 
moved, under the direction of the deceased, 
into one of his out houses On Friday 
last, one of Donnellan’s heifers became 
sick, and he went to Moate to buy some 
medicine, and during his absence his 
servant boy was engaged in packing 
the hay which had been removed from 
Dancan's farm to make room for his 
own, On his return, between 8 and 9 
o'clock, he went out to seo what work had 
been done in his absence, but found that 
the boy had yone away, leaving the fork 
with which he had beon at work lying 
against the hay rick. Nothing more is 
known of his movements until the boy, re- 


rovemonts, with the 
pe, and with 


turning home, as he alleges, and not seeing 
his master, went in search of him, and 
found him lying in the kitchen insensible, 
and bleeding profusely from severe wounds, 
A priest was sent for, who, after attending 
to his spiritual wants, went on his way to 
procure a doctor when he met a police 
patrol, who-n he informed of the outrage. 
Dr. Fry was soon in attendance, and it was 
lirst supposed that the wounds had been in- 
flicted by a revolver, but on close examina- 
tion it was found that they were the result 
of stabs with a pronged instrument. Ic is 
Supposed that the deceased was felled to 
the ground by the pitchfork and kicked at 
the same time, and that he was again struck 
with iton the temple. One of the prongs 
broke his cheek bone and came out through 
the mouth. The murder is one of the 
worst ever perpetrated in Westmeath, and 
the circumstances are such that there is 
little hope of bringing the perpetrators to 
justice.

Ontario is procured from ths United Statas, 
tho recent exposures made as to the adul- 
tration of sugars refined in that country,

The adulterations used are, glucose, which 
induces disease of tho kidneys ; tin dissolved 
in muriatic acid, which destroys the coats 
of the stomach ; and coppor, which is eaten 
off the vessels used in refining by the muri- 
aticacid. An old refinor has recently given 
evidence which shows how the use of adul 
terants has assisted tho rofinors of sugar in 


tho United States in exporting their pro- | 


ducts to Canada, their dishonestly prepared 
article having almost driyen British sugars 
out of the market, and compelled Mr. Drum- 
mond to close his refinery at Montreal.

Retrenchment. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer. | 

Dean Sin,—Now that the stroggle of the 
general clection is over, and the clouds of | 
Political dust begin to clear away, so tbat | 
oll parties can view the situation more coolly, 
it may be a good time to turn a new leaf, and 
begin a new career in our Political economy: | 
A fow years ago, when the confederation of | 
tho province was effected, the worat feature | 
in the scheme wes its expensiveness. To 
every reflecting mind, the cost vif much a gov- 
ernment was out of »!l proportion to the re- 
sources of the country, and the objecta to be 
attained. But, unfortunately, instead of 
learning wisdom from experience, and by wise 
legislation mitigating the errors and evils of » 
first move ; every passing year finds us in* 
creasing those uscless burdens, and sinking 
the Ship of State lower and lower to the 
water's algo, the late Government that has 
just gone out of power eclipsing all previous 
ones in wanton extravagance, and utter dis- 
regard of the public weal. There is no doubt 
but that the alterations in the tariff contem. 
plated by the in-coming Government will do 
much to swell the revenues, and encourage 
the industries of the country ; which is aly 
very good as far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough. The praning knife must be sharp- 
ened,and applied with vigor and resolution to 
the overgrown system of extravagance and 
speculation that now presses like an incubus on 
the vitality of Canada, In short, if we want 
to make this Dominion a prosperous country, 
worthy of tho energiesof a free and industrious 
people, we must come down to retrenchment 
in every department of the State. Without 
that, ol talk about reform is but a burlesqze. 

And where shall that retreuchment begin? 
Like charity, at home. We the people must 
make the firat move through our representa- 
tives in Parliament, Whilst we allow our 
stewards to go there, take their scats and 
vote money into their own pockets ad libitum, 
wecan look for nothing but extravagance 
and public robbery in every depaitment. But, 
let our legislators cut down their own allow- 
ance to an economical figure, and then they 
can with a a good grace attack and cat down 
extravagance in other departments from tho 
highestto the lowest, Our neighbors over 
the border are nota people remarkable for 
economy ; in many things they are extrava- 
gant, but so tar as the cost of Jegislation goes 
their State Governments are models of econo- 
my compared with ours. Ontario has a popu- 
lation under three millions, yet wo send 
cighty-eight members to the Local Legisla~ 
ture and pay them (or they pay themselves) 
about $15 a day. The State of New 
York has a population of about five millions, 
with wealth nutold, yet there are only one 
hundred and fifty members in the State Legis- 
lature, Senate and all included, who get a 
per diem allowance of $3 a day, and l0c a 
mile for travelling. Pennsylvania with a 
population of about four millions, and wealth 
enough to swamp three Onterios, makes her 
laws and evforces them far better than we en 
force ours, with one hundred and thirty-three 
State representatives, who are paid $3.25 a 
day. Ohio has about three'million population 
and one hundred and thirty-five representa- 
tives who receive $4aday, And Illinois, with 
@ population of nearly three millions, has one 
hundred representatives, who are paid $4.15 
per day. We therefore have 50 per cent more 
representatives than those States, in propor- 
tion to population, and we pay them 400 per 
cent more for their time, 

Now what is the use of all thist Cui bono ? 
what reason can they show for pocketing so 
much of the people's money ? Is it because of 
their supperior talents,and purer patriotism, 
that they charge us so much more than their 
neighbors over the line? Alas! I fear that 
fair comparison between them would be any- 
thing but favorable to our Canadian law

ofty barns mossy with age ; and clattering 
mills down in tho seclusion of grassy hol- 
ows. But, alas! dear reader, model farm- 
ng is not idyll’c or Arcadian. It is inflox- 
bly utilitarian ; it keeps all its buildings 
n a perfect stato of repair ; it subordinates 
the picturesque, if it recognizes it ; it pulls 
down the old mill because that venerable 
is in the way of the rectangular new dairy; 
it diverts the brook from its ferny course 
into the most commonplace of earthern 
pipes; it tears away the vines that obscure 
the light, and it looks upon every thing 
with a pair of the most practical eyes sot in 
a head that weighs, measures, audits, and 
analyzes with chemical oxactuess. The pro- 
prietor of Echo Farm conducts itas a 
manufactory. A record is kept of the milk 
and butter produced by each cow for each 
day, each month and each year; all the 
feed is weighed, and tho quantity entered 
upon the books, both that purchased and 
that produced ; and a separate account is 
kept of the yield of each field. Nothing 
is wasted, nothing done by guessing, and 
nothing passes unrecorded The imple- 
ments are of the latest or most approved 
model. Three sets of ‘horse’ hay-forks

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are genorally allowed to be the best coffee- 
makers in the world, and they allow one 
ounce of coffee to each coffe cupful of water. 
Two pots are used in the making. Into 
one boiling water is poured on the ground 
coffee,and allowed to remain 4 or 5 m'nutes, 
when it is poured offas clear as possible, 
Tho grounds aro then boiled with tho re- 
maining water for two or three minutes 
and both lots mixed together. A shred of 
saffron or a little vanilla is often added, 
and to make the grounds settle, half a cup- 
ful of cold water is sprinkled over the de- 
coction ; this descends to the bottom,carry- 
ing the grounds with it, Coffee may be 
clarified also by adding a shred of isinglass 
or 4 little white of an egg. Tho great fault 
of English coffee-making is the failure to 
draw out the full strength, and this arises 
in most househoulds from tho use of the 
water which has not reached the boiling 
point, or the too great haste with which 
the infusion is made. —Cassell’s Dictionary. 

IS YOUR LIFE WORTH 10 CENTS? 

Sickness proyails everywhere, and cyery- 
body complains of some disevse during their 


are in use, by which hay is unloaded at 
the rate ofa ton in four forkfuls and in four 
minntes, including in some instances the 
carriage of the hay 150 fect. The other 
machines also embody some novel labor- 
saving principles, No manure or fertilizers 
aro found necessary, except the 1500 loads 
made upon the farm, a sort of muck, of 
which there are several beds. 


The history of the farm is interesting. 
A gentleman of education, intelligence, and 
wealth came to Litchficld some nine years 
in search of a summer home. He had 
the most superdcial knowledge of farming, 
and entertaimed no intention of entering 
that business. Buthaving purchased sixty- 
six acres and cleared thom, he purchased 
additional tracts, which became the nucleus 
of Echo Farm, whose area is now about 400 
acres. His interest was enlisted in tho rais- 
ing choice stock,and beginning with a herd 
of five,ho has gradually increased the num- 
ber to 100, all the herd being pure Jerseys, 
with authentic and valuable pedigree. 
The rocky fields were cleared, laid out, and 
inclosed by massive stone walls. Old and 
inadequate buildings on the consolidated 
land were demolished, and new ones of 
improved pattern erected. In 1873 a barn 
66 feet by 26 was built ; an addition, 100 
feet by 40 was made the following year ; 
and in 1875 another addition was made, of 
191 by 35 feet. These three buildings form 
the three sides of the barn-yard. They 
are built of pine upon massive granite foun- 
dations about two feet wide, which are laid 
in cement, All the wood-work is painted 
4 soft drab color, even the proprietor’s resi- 
dence, and the telegraph poles that line the 
roadway. A desire for simplicity and dura- 
bility in preference to ornamentation or 
showiness is visible everywhere ; thero 
is no litter, and there are no gaps in the 
fonces or walls, which are from eighteen 
inches to twenty-four in thickness, every 
crevice be‘ng filled like a mosaic with a 
stone that exactly fits it, Care, thrift, ond 
ingenuity have acted like three charms, 
When the fields were being cleared, such 
large quantities of stones were gathered 
that some preplexity o-ose as to where they 
should be put. Many hundreds of loads 
were used in the foundations of the build- 
ings in the fences, and in filling ravines, 
but more remained, and these were depos- 
ited upon sevoral sterile hillocks of no 
value, where masses of swamp grass wero 
laid over them, and covered with a light 
dressing of soil. Grass seed was sown up- 
on the soil, and it took well, soon trans- 
formed the barren heaps to verdant knolls, 
whose blades are remarkably hardy, It was 
not so much for the sake of the land gain- 
ed that the stones wore thus dispose of, 
but it was rather to prevent the ‘ormation 
of nurseries for w 3, shrubs, and bram- 
bles, which the heaps would have quickly 
become. 

Twoand a half acres aro planted with 
beets, which are the only roots fed to the 
cattle, the crop averaging 1000 bushels an 
acro, and more than 1000 tons of hay aro 
housed a year.—W, H. Repeiwo, in

THE DAY'S DOINGS. | 
A FORMAT. ENTRY. 

A BRILLIANT SPECTACLE. 


(From the Star's Special. Reporter.) 
READY TO START. 


Lining the stroots loading from the dock: 
yard wore the societies in their order, thus 
Tho military, then the North British So- 
ciety, Charitable Trish Socioty, St. George's 
Society, Manchester Unity Oddfellows, 
Anglo-African Society, Catholic Total Ab- 
atinence Society, St. Joseph's Society. 
‘Then through the lane thug formed, with 
the military at the other flank, near the 
Provincial Buildings, came the procession,

Corporation of Dartmouth, in Carriages, 
THE ROUTE OF PROCESSION 

was along Water street, a narrow, dirty af- 

fair, with little wooden houses that must 

have impressed the visitors with the know- 
ledge that raw material for Canadian ship- 
building is in abundance in this part of the 

Dominion, One after ancther the dirty 

houses are’ passed, the decorations being 

conspicuous by their scarcity. At length 

Brunswick street is reached and a yery fine 

arch bere bursts upon the astonished view 

—one of the most striking sights of the 

whole, its position at the top of a hill, much 

like that of St. Lambert’s Hill, Montreal, 
giving it full scope, Here also is the splen- 

did railway depot, and a more tastefully 

Aocornted building i+ in impnesihla ta tm- 

agine, The arch and decorations at the 

main entrance are built as if 
PLACED THERE AS A FIXTURE. 


The design is that of an arched gateway 
with the section of a dome rising in the 
centre, while a tower on each side of this is 
supported in turn. by another tower some 
feet lower in position, Windows are cut 
all about this arch, so that transparencies 
may shine for the illumination ordered to 
take place to-morrow evening. Passing on 
we come to the top of the hill and are pass- 
ing under the first large arch. erecte: by 
the city officials. It is 48 feet high and 70 
feet wide. In the centre is a coat of arms, 
in transparencies, while the mottoes are 
“Lorne,” ‘ Louise,” ‘ Welcome to Heli- 
fax, the Quay of the Dominion,” ‘* Long 
life and prosperity to our Governor Gener- 
al and his Consort.” We pass through 
this and after a short interval, during 
which many private residences display their 
loyalty by waving handkerchiefs, reach a 
yery arch of unique design, being a sort of 
skeleton affair, constructed ‘of posts and 
streamers, and which contains the word 
« WELCOME,” 

the monogram of Dufferin and Lorno, a 
praiséworthy design. Now wo have arrived 
opposite an old church, labelled te St. 
George, 1775,” where a grand stand is fill- 
ed with people, and they rise ep masse and 
cheer like madmen, and loyal ladies wave 
their favors and handkerchiefs, while His 
Excellency bows in return,and the Princess 
smiles her appreciation of the greeting. By 
this time the cheors had died away, the 
procession has reached the barracks, where 
an enormous arch has been erected by the 
engineers—a stupendous affair, like a fort- 
yess more than anythingelse. St. Patrick ‘8 
Church and the Round Church opposite are 
also very handsomely decorated with ever- 
greens, Passing another arch, corner of 
Poplar Grove and Jacob atreet, we como to 
another

ELEGANT ARCH. 
and then through the large arch corner of 
Buckingham and Argyll streets, then an- 
other on the corner of Buckingham aad 
Grenville streets. The military have thus 
far kept the streets remarkable free of the 
crowds, and all move on ia a harmonious 
stream, which presently arrives at a grand 
arch spanning four corners, mado by the 
intersection of George and Hollia streets. 
Flags and mottoes are here in great pro- 
fusion, and the Argyll arma surmount tho 
whole. Now they have reached tho Pro- 
vincial Buildings, and tho first halt is made 
because here the visitor becomes the Gov- 
ernor-General really, being: 
SWORN IN 
by the Hon. Chief Justice Ritchie, The 
swearing in of the Marquis was one of the 
most interescing features of tho day, and 
took place inithe Assembly Chamber, only 
tho Press and a select number being per: 
mitted to witness it. The mombers of tho 
Privy Council entered the room and soat- 
‘ed themsolves on cach side of the table in 
front of the Throne, Mr, Justice Ritchie on 
His Excellency’s left. As soon as tho Mar- 
quis took his seat, the Clerk of the Privy 
Gouncil, Mr. W. A. Himsworth, read tho 
Queen's Commission, all in the room stand- 
ing until the closo, 
The Clerk then lays before him 
‘THE BUOK OF OATH, 

and Judge Ritchie handed him the Bible. 
His Excellency took the Bible, and in a 
Joud, clear voice read: “I, Sir John 
Dovgall Sutherland Campbell, commonly 
called tho Marquis of Lorno, do swear that 
I will be faithful and bear true allogiance 
to Hor Majesty Qucon Victoria, and will 
defend her to tho utmost of my power 
against all conspiracies and attompta what- 
trer aball bo made against her, person, 
crown, or dignity, and 1 will uso my ut-

The moment the Governor-General is 
sworn in there crashes upon the ear a per- 
fectly overwhelming 

BABEL OF SOUND, 
The ships, forts and batteries everywhere 
boom out their salute, while peals of bells 
from all quarters and of all keys in the 
gamut add their clang to the deafening 
cheers of the people. The'ceremony over 
the procession is rejoined by the Vice-Regal 
party, and they again start upon the triam- 
phal march. Another arch is encountered 
at the corner of Hollis and Bishops streets, 
while on the next corner there is another. 
By far the prettiest arch ofthe whole num- 
ber of arches is yet to come, and is that at 
the corner of Barrington and Bishop streets, 
erected by the North British Association, 
a society composed of Scotsmen and descen- 
dants of Scotsmen. The design is of the 
celebrated castle at Inveraray, and is said 
to be avery faithful fac-simile of the front 


mtrance to that castle. 
OTM OF A CASTE WLU WF neve ne were ene 


nected by a sort of arch and battlement, 
these in turn flanked for 
ROUND TOWERS 
of amaller dimensions, between which and 
the main towers are arches and battlements 
to connect them. Miniature windows are 
cut at intervals, and pink curtains with the 
light streaming through them from the 
hundreds of lights in the interior, must at 
night give the wholea very pleasing ap- 
pearance. . The arms of Scotland, and the 
motto, ‘‘Nemo Me Impune Laccessit,” are 
placed oyer tho sinaller arch, while over the 
main arch are tho Argyll ‘arma andthe 
words, ‘ Welcome to Nova Scotia,” the 
reverse side containing the Royal arms and 
“+ Welcome to Princess Louise,” There 
are placed at. proper intervals medallions 
containing monograms of each of their 
Excellencies, and many other devices ap- 
propriate to tho occasion, The general 
verdict isthatthe North British Association 
havo carried the palm for 
THE BEST ARCH IN HALIFAX. 


Tho procession passed along the rest of 
the routs, and after going through Spring 
Garden Road disporsed after passing through 
the arch at that point. 

Tho Vice-Regal party then drove along 
South Park to Sackville street, down that. 
street to Brunswick, thence into Gottingen 
street and the Admiralty House, where the 
Royal Standard was hoisted, The utmost 
enthusiasin prevailed, and, deapite the cold 
air, there were thousands whose loyalty 
nothing could cool. These were to befound 
in crowds at the various advantageous 
points of observation,and cheer upon cheer 
greeted the Vice-Regal party as they drove 
along. 

In conclusion, it may be said that a scene 
has been witnessed in Halifax such as 
never before was enacted here, and 

THE SPLENDOR 

of which will live long. in tho memory of 
the welcomed and their loyal hosts, The 
streets were fairly crammed with people, 
and tho cheering was indeed outspoken in 
its charactor that Halifax could havo dono 
so well astonishes strangers, and one would 
have fancied that all Nova Scotia was here 
from the multitude which dofied the efforts 
of the soldiers who lined the streets. 

PRESENTATION OF THE ADDRESS. 

His Excellency received tho address of 
tho Mayor and corporation in the Assombly 
Chamber, and replied suitably, the Mayor 
and aldermen being subsequently presont- 
ed to their Excellencies, tho scene in tho 
Council-Chambor was'a *brilliant’ one—fall 
evening dreas being worn, by’ everyone.

The Payment of Legislators. 


A subject which has attracted a groat 
deal of public attention during the past 
four years has been tho increase of tho 
amount of sessional indemnity paid to the 
mombors of the Ontario Logislaturo, which 
it will be remembered was increased from 
$500 to $800 for each momber during the 
first session of the present Parliament. It 
has been the fashion with many to denounce 
the act of increasing the indemnity as a 
“salary grab,” and as denunciation of 
everything which looks like self-seeking on 
the part of legislators is always popular 
with the people, not a few persons who 
ought to be above resorting to clap-trap 
have, though no doubt convinced of the 1m- 
propriety of the outery, lent their influence 
to spread it abroad, with the transparent 
object of arousing ths indignation of the 
ignorant and the unreflecting. As & con- 
Séquence of the hubbub raised concerning 
this matter, we find men of good in- 
telligeuce who evidently have considered 
but one side of’ the subject, and that not 
with anything approaching thoroughness» 
joining in the outcry which has thus been 
raixed against our legislators. Ono of this 
latter class, who signs himself “‘ Publicola,” 
has written 4 Jetter largely devoted to this 
subject (published yesterday) in which he 
ably and with moderation, though superfi- 
cially considers the question, and arrives 
at the conclusion that not only have we too 
many legislators in Ontario, but that they 
are largely overpaid. 

Whilst agreeing with “ Publicola” that 
the number of members in the Outario 
Legislature might be largely reduced,

Legislatures ; but this comparison ought 
rather to strengthen our argument that 
“‘the laborer is worthy of his hire,” in this 
asin all other instances, Whenit is stat- 
€d that the legislators in the States instanc- 
ed, give their services ostensibly at such 
“‘cheap and nasty” rates, it must also 
be remembered that the public do not 
profit thereby 3 for the fact that the Stato 
Legislatures are the most corrupt legislative 
bodies on the continent, and that their 
“poorly paid members amply reimburse 
thomselyes by accepting bribes from the 
bolder rascals who openly fleece the public, 
is tolerably well known to all.conversant 
with the public affairs of our neighbors, 
‘The question then, taking the experience 
of others as our guide, is, Shall we have 
poorly paid and personally corrupt legiala- 
tors, or shall we fairly indemnify our re- 
Presentatives for their loss of time and have 
honest government? Our preference is 
decidedly for the latter, because the system 
haa worked well in tho past, becauso it is 
certain to’be the most economical in the 
long run ; and further, it prevents the ut- 
ter debasement of public morality which 
would inevitably result from the pernici- 
ous example of corruption in high places, 
Woe have no doubt that when the people 
come to take all the circumstances into 
consideration they will regard the outery 
in regard to this matter in its truo light, 
namely as the buncombe of schemors who 
are intent on making political capital.

| of 1842, when a British army of 16,000 
| men was massacred at Cabul, has not been 
| forgotten, for we are informed that the in- 
| vading forco numbers 45,000 men, of whom 
000 are British and Sepoys, and 10,000 
auxiliaries supplied by tho native Princes. 
This army is divided into three divisions, 
the principal of which, numbering 16,000 
men, consisting of two divisions of infantry 
and cleven battories of artillery, under the 
command of General F. S. Haines, whose 
Generals of Division aro Sir S. Brown and 
General Maude, is advancing through the 
Khyber Pass on Jellalabad, and on the 
reduction of that strong position will pro- 
ceed to Cabul. A strong forve of Sikhs is 
held in reserve at Peshawur. The second 
corps of 6,000 men, with one regiment 
of cavalry and twenty-four guns, under 
command {of General Robarts, is to 
advance up the Khurum Valley, aud 
then march on Ghuznee or Cabul. The 
third corps, of 12,000 men and 60 guns, 
commanded by General Donald Stewart, is 
to advance from Quettah on Candahar, at 
which place little resistance is expected,and 
thence, regulating its movements by those 
Sir F. S. Haines’ column, it will ad- 
vance on Ghuznee, Cabul or Herat. For 
the purpose of reinforcing this army, if 
necessary, General Primrose is organizing 
a strong reserve. 

Thus it will be seen that the preparations 
are ample, though it is not likely that the 
campaign will be terminated before the 
spring, owing to the severity Of the winter 
iu Afghanistan.

MORNING DESPATCHES. 


EUROPEAN. 
DISASTER AT SEA. 
COLLISION. 

50 LIVES LOST 


Lonvon, Noy. 26,—The Hamburg-American 
line steamer Pommerania, Capt. Schwanson, 
which sailed from New York on the Mth of 
November for Hamburg, and arrived at Ply- 
mouth on the 24th, came into collision last 
night about midnight, during a fog, 8 miles 
south west of Folkestone, with a vessel report- 
ed to be the Welsh bark Noel Llien, of Car- 
narvon, from Rotterdam for Cardiff, in ballast: 
The Pommerania was on her way from Ply- 
mouth to Hamburg. The steaniship foundared 
in about 10 minutes, 172 passengers and tho 
crew were rescued by the iron screw steamer 
Glengarry, of Middlesborough, and Janded at 
Dover, The vessel with which the Pommera- 
nia collided is anchored off Folkestone, with 
her bows stove in and her forward compart- 
ment full of water. A tug has gone to her 
aas'# ance, 

A later telegcam just recéived says that 162 
persons were saved, and 58 were missing, in- 
cluding Capt. Schwanson, Another despatch 
says tho collision occurred at 40 minutes after 
11 o'clock Inst night, during a dense fog. The 
170 were 
saved of a total of 220 on board. 50 believed 
to be lost, including the captain, second officer 
Fokkes, and third officer Zarnow. 

LATER. 

Lonpoy, Noy. 25,—Agents of the Hamburg 
American steamship Co. say that 47 passon- 
gers of the Pommerania were to have landed 
at Plymouth and Cherbourg, leaving 104 on 
board. Four second and one third class pas- 
sengers embarked at Plymouth, making the 
total number when the disaster occurred 109, 
provided 47 had landed. The agent at Ply- 
mouth says the following passengers landed 
there: Miss Eonigs, Miss Wilson, and Messrs, 
Proeck, Fasterbrook, Hunt, Nankervis, Pearce 
Pearn, Phillips, and Thomas, ‘A despatch 
from Dover says that Helms, chief engincer, 
Scheiding, doctor, Poters, chief steward, and 
two stowardesses, are supposed to be drowned. 
A gontloman named Schneider and Miss Am- 
alio Neumann were saved. 

LONDON, Noy, 26,—Yurther particulars of 
the Pommerania disaster show that she was 
near Dungeness Point, about three miles from 
the shore. She was struck on the starboard 
side amidships, and sank in less than twenty 
minutes, Distress signals were given and re- 
sponded toby thesteamerGlengarry, which was 
proceeding down the channel, and which 
made all speed. ‘There were nine boats on the 
Pommerania, four of which were crushed in 
the collision. Five were got off, but on® 
being overcrowded with passengers sunk. All 
the boats pulled away from the doomed ship, 
leaving the Captain, who refused to quit the 
ship until tho last moment. 

The last boat to leave was under a chief 
officer, who did allin his power to persuade 
the Captain to leave. After pulling for half an 
hour the survivors were picked up by the 
Glengarry. One gentleman was taken from 
tho water unconscious and restored. The 
Glengarry stayed near the scene till day break, 
when the Pommerania was seen with her mast 
above water. No other bodies wore recover- 
ed, The Glengarry then started to Dover 
with those saved and landed them at 9 o’clock. 
‘They were taken tothe Sailor’s Home and 
treated with every kindness and breakfasted 
The story told by the survivors tends to show 
that the greatest possible order,under the cit- 
cumstances, was maintained by the officers 
and male portion of the crew,

“You don’t say so.” It was Sheriff 
Lathers who spoke, as he did so putting his 
boots up on tho mantel-piece, leaning back 
in his chair and spitting in the fire place — 
expectorating by way of facilitating the ex- 
pression of his ideas.

Here Lathers winked at thejdeputy’s lu- 
minous nose, and then looked seriously at 
Bonamy. Somehow Mark, at the moment, 
felt ashamed of his mission, and was quite 
willing to have Lathers impute to him inter- 
es.ed designs rather than to appear to the 
eyes of that elevated moral philosopher a 
man who was somewhat disinterested and 
therefore a fool.

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Canadian Ships in France. 


Previous to Hon. Mr. Tilley’s departure 
from Quebec a deputation belonging to that 
city waited upon him asking him to endea- 
vor while in England to secure the admis- 
sion of Canadian-built ships into France on 
better terms than have yet been secured. 
They receive a promise in accordance with 
their desire. Quebec and St. John, Mr, 
Tilley’s own constituency, are vitally inter- 
ested in this matter, shipbuilding being the 
leading industry of both ports, France 
admits English ships on fayorable terms 
under a commercial treaty between the two 
countries, bat France does not interpret 
that treaty to inclade the colonies of Eng- 
land. There is no excuse for tho distinc- 
tion, since the Canadian tariff is not the 
same as the British, heavier duties being 
imposed by Canada than by Britain on 
French wines. Mr. Tilley will be in a 
position to ascertain what adyantages France 
will require in exchange for free admission 
of Canadian ships, and it is not impossible 
that he will be able to modify the Canadian 
tariff so as to receive the boon desired from

Mr. Buckingham's Removal. 


Tho Stratford Beacon is of course very 
angry at the removal of Mr, Buckingham, 
its former proprietor, from the office of 
Deputy Minister of the Interior and his 
translation toa position as first-class clerk 
in that Department, which position he for- 
morly held whilst acting as Secretary to the 
ox-Premier,—s0 furious, in fact, that, like 
a mad bull, it rashes blindly, with true 
bovine stupidity at any ,object which at- 
tracts its attention. The style ofits utter-

pointed by the late Government, in the last 
day ‘of its existence, to a position with a 
fair salary and no duties to perform. As 
that appointment was made against the ex- 
pressed desire of.the official under whose 
control the appointee would be placed—as 
the office will not be filled, and as a saving 
of $1,200 per anaum will thereby be effect- 
ed, what reason is there for the fury of our 
contemporary against the Minister who ef- 
fected this saving—who had the courage 
and the honesty to prevent the fastening 
upon the public purse of one of those leech- 
like creatures who suck the very life-blood 
of nations? What would the Beacon have 
Ministers do} Would it have them allow 
the'barnacles that were fastened to the 
ship of state by the late Government dur- 
ing its last hours cling there and grow fat 
at the public expense simply becauso they 
‘are*Reformers?” If that be the caso,it will 
find that the Minister of Customs in not 
the stamp of man it‘adthires, and we ven- 
ture to say that he is prepared to do his 
duty to the ‘country, even if such rabid 
Radicals as those of the Stratford Beacon 
gharactorize his action as “base, spiteful 
and malicious.”

The “Grain” of Butter. 

When tho butter has ‘‘come,” and ap- 
peara in little irregular masses, from a pin’s 
hoad to a large pea in size, is the time to 
draw off tho buttermilk and wash tho but- 
ter in thechurn, This removes most of the 
buttermilk. After being then gathered 
and remoy from tho churn, work 
washed and salted on the butter worke 
the proper temperature, wo find upon break- 
ing it, that it has a granular look. Tho 
mass aeomsa to bo made of little particles 
with a slightly glistoning appearance. This 
is called tho “grain.” Theso smoll_ parti- 
clos are partially kopt apart by films of 
water, (aftor salting, this water becomes 
brine) and the peouliar texture thus impart- 
ed to the butter is a test of proper manu- 
facture. Over-churn or over-work it,churn 
or work it at the wrong temperature, and 
tho grain is gone, never to be restored ; 
and with it is gone a large percentage of the 
solling value of the butter, Enough water 
(brine) mast be retained to produce this 
appearance, which distinguishes butter from 
grease, Consequently the most porfect 
grain is obtained by washing in the churn 
before the butter is gathored,

Scientific Butter-Making, 

Tho milk stands thirty-six hours before it 
is skimmod, and after that of the evening has 
been received, our Pordita, like an excellent 
clerk, fills out hor return for the day. She 
has printed blanks which give the names of 
the cows as they stand in the stable. Two 
columns are ruled for morning's and evening's 
milk, and the weight of milk given by oach 
cow is recorded as we have said. The dis 
position made of the whole quantity is then 
noted, and the dairy is charged with its pro- 
portion, when deductions have been made for 
the house, the families of the men, and the 
young calves, Such a report is filed daily,and 
xo Complete is the system that it takes only a 
fow hours at the end of tho year to tabulate a 
fall statement of the 365 days, 
The cream is strained or filtered, by which 
a thorough homogeneousness is secured, and 
Without Which it is impossible to obtain all 
the butter excopt by a second churning. The 
strainor in this instance is a cylindrical can 
divided into two compartments by double bot 
toms, the upper one having two tube-like 
sioves with conical) mouths, into which two 
*plungers,” worked by a pump-handle, tit. 
‘The cream is poured into the upper compart- 
ment, and the ‘fplungera’’ force it through 
the sievesinto the lower compartment, ia which 
it arrives ready for churning, ‘he churning 
is done twice a woek, ina Blanchard factory 
churp, and, the temperature being the 
bntter appears in about forty minutes. The 
next process is known aa ‘‘working,”” which is 
altogether done by a machine, in quantitios of 
thirty pounds at a time. The machine consists 
of a turn-table in the form of an exceedingly 
flat truncated cone and a conical grooved 
presser, Between the revolving cone and the 
presser the butter passes, and is crushed and 
crushed again until all the buttermilk is forced 
out ot it, and discharged into a pail at tho 
outside edge of the turntable, The crank 
that causes the revolutions is attended by an 
assistant, while Perdita herself supervises, 
dredging in the salt, and taking care that the 
work is not overdone.—W. H. Rrpgrna, in 
Harper's Magazine for October.

acid, forming carbonate of soda! thus you 
will retain with your manure the ammonia 
that would otherwise fly away,and you have 
a new and important agent introduced, viz. : 
the carbonate of soda, which isa powerful 
solvent of all vegetable fibre. 
Farks,—Attend the fairs, and not | ouly 
attend, but help support them by taking 
something from your own farm.

You will 
find,if you have not tried this daily practice, 
that your cow will give 25 per cent. more 
immediately under the effects of it, and she 
will become’ so attached to it, that she will 
refuse to drink cold. water unless very 
thirsty ; but this mess she will drink most 
any time and ask for more. The) amount 
of drink is an ordinary water-pail full each 
time, morning, noon, and night.

From a statement recently prepared by 
the Ottawa. Cicizen, we learn that for the 
fiscal year ended the 30th Jane, 1878, the 
following were the imports of oystera: In 
shell, $11,514 ; in cans, $98,123 ; and in 
bulk, $94,371 ; or a total of $204,008.— 
These figures, of course, represent the first 
or wholesale cost of the ‘delicious bi- 
valves,’ and as the retailers make a very 
handsome profit, the amount expended by 
the Canadian people for oysters may be 
fairly catimated at $275,000 to $300,000. 
All this monéy, it must be borne in mind, 
is spent for the benefit of the Balti- 
more and New York oyster deal- 
ers. The Citizen asserta that the oysters 
grown on the St. Lawrence shores are su- 

erior to the foreign article, and that there 
18 really nothing against the Canadian oys- 
ter except an unfounded prejudice. If this 
be the case, we do not seco why the sup- 
plies for tho Canadian markets should not 
be obtained entirely from Canadian sources. 
The Canadian oyster beds, it is claimed, 
afford a splendidly remunerative field for 
the employment of capital and labor. This 
being the case, and oysters being more of a 
loxury than a necessity, we see no reason 
why these natural resources should not be 
turned to good account, and by the imposi- 
tion of a reasonable duty on the foreign

County Roads outside of Gravel Roads, and 
they are numerous, on which for the last few 
years we have granted upon an average $5,- 
000 per year, which roads are being steadily 
and slowly put in shape't eventually become 
gravel roads, I will not now bring the worth 
of these roads into the’ account, Should I 
do so, it would largely increase the value of 
our County property. 

This year the income and expenditure will 
be nearly equal. It is, however, a difficult 
thing ‘to provide at the June session for 
casualties on our County Roads and Bridges, 
which constantly require attention, and this 
year has been a peculiarly hard one on our 
gravel road. The last winter and spring left 
them ina bad state, while the wet season,and 


the constant drawing of heavy loads of wood, 


lamber and grain, has severely tested many 
parts of the road, and caused extra repairs. 
As Chairman of Gravel Roads I found tha 
for extras not provided for, and repairing 
damages caused by the freshet, we had only 
exceeded the estimates by $317.31, and th® 
Committee made a further appropriation o 
$240 to repair late damages in order to prevent 
the County being put to cost. 

Take the repairs on two hundred miles of 
gravel road, at 58 per mile, would amount to 
$11,600, and we have spent $11,557.31, Will 
any one pretend to say that an average cost of 
$58 per mile is too much to keep up 
our gravel roads, or for the repairs of bridges, 
averaging 200, that $32.50 is on the whole too 
much of an outlay } Then every bridge has 
not been repaired within the year. Somenew 
bridges have been built, and all needing re 
pairs have been attended to ; and I think no 
rate-payer who travels over our County roads 
and bridges ought to complain of want of 
economy in the expenditure of their taxes, and 
the rate-payors must be, prepared to pay the 
necessary outlay as may be required from 
year to year, or cease to have good roads and 
bridges.

Lucy, the eldest, is a black poney, so old 
that her head isgray, and so gentle that 
nothing can startle ber, and she is always 
ready to be driven or ridden by children, 
Rebecca, a brown, is often called grand- 
mother ; she is so very staid and correct, 
that she will noyer stray away, no matter 
how many gates are open, and will even 
virtuously pass by tho gato of the kitchen 
garden if it happons to be open,— a tempta- 
tion that tho others nover try to resist. 
Rebecca has'a great affection for a very 
large family horse named George, and dur- 
ing the summer, it is one of the sights of 
the place to go to the stable and ago Georgo 
and Rebecaa free from their common enemy 
the fly. Rebecca will stand by tho heels of 
George, whisking hor tail around his legs, 
and he will swing his heavy tail about her 
body, performing the same kindly servico 
of driving the flies away ; thoy stand in this 
way for hours, keeping each other very 
comfortable, 

May Ensign, also brown, is the swiftest 
pony in the collection ; and these last- 
mentioned ponies, Lucy, Rebecca, and 
May Ensign, aro thirty-eight ‘inches in 
hight. Jessie is the prettiest ; she is 
mouse-colored, with a dark line from mane 
to tail, and is smaller than the others, bo- 
ing not quite thirty-eight inchea high. 
Here also we find the twin brothers, Henry 
Ward Beecher and Charley, only thirty- 
six inches high ; they are so perfectly 
matched that you cannot tell them apart. 
They came to Buffalo four or five years 
ago, with a drove of sheep from Scotland ;

The misgovernment of the world is carried 
on with such an amount of talk that one,has 
seldom time to think how little would sufli 
Half a dozen well chosen words would gener- 
ally be better than whole conferences and de- 
bates.

Silent people get through the world 
as well as their talkative neighbors ; every- 
one talks to them; their nod is interpreted 
where another man would have to makoa 
speech; and everyoue is willing to oxcuse them, 
asthe sailor excused his parrot, for if they do 
not speak, they think the more. Foote the 
actor boasted of his horse that it could stand 
still faster than some horses could trot ; and 
the silent man is often enabled, by the value 
attached to his rare utterances, to say more 
by his silence than a valuable talker by a 
string of phrases. No doubt there is a kind of 
silence which is the reverse of talk, and is in 
itself eloquent. “A prisoner who reserves his 
defence, a witness who refuses to answer a 
question, a man who holds his tongue wheh 
his character is assailed—in short all the cases 
in which “‘silence gives consent,’ are rather 
silence as the negation of speech than asa 
positive quantity.

‘This trust 
which throws off all anxiety about past sin 
and future salvation, while it does what it can 
now, leaning on God's help—this is the faith 
which saves the soul, which casts out all fear, 
which fills the heart with peaco, which takes 
the sting from death, and surrounds ye with 
the summer atmosphere of hope and loye.

Judicial Testimony. 


The Iate Rowland Burr, Esq., who was for 
nearly twenty years Justice of the Pe: 
Jail commissioner at Toronto, in a statement 
to the Canadian Parliament, said that nino 
out of ten of the male prisoners and nineteon 
out of twenty of the female, are sent to jail 
by intoxicating liquors, He examined nearly 
2.000 prisoners in the jails of Canada, two- 
thirds of whom were males, and nearly all 
signed a petition for a Maine liquor law, 
mony of them stating that their only hope of 
being saved from rain was to go where intoxi- 
cating liquors could not be obtained. In four 
years there were 25,000 prisoners in the Cana- 
dian jails, 22,000 of whom were brought thero 
hy intoxicnting liquors, He kept a record 
of the liquor dealers of a single street in Tor- 
onto, 100 in number, for 54 yeara past. In 
these families there have been’ 214 drunkards, 
45 widows and 235 orphans left, 44 sudden 
deaths, 31 suicides, 203 prematuro deaths b; 
drunkenness, 4 murders, 3 executions, 1,915 
years of human Jife estimated to have beea 
lost by drankenness, and a loss of property 
once owned in real estate amounting to $298,- 
500.

It is the 
city of this continent perhaps the best known 
to the dwellers of the old country ; aud not 
only is it famous for the energy, activity and 
prosperity of its citizens, but i is here that 
the gigantic undertaking of the Victoria 
Bridge has beon successfully carried out, and 
tha traveller in crossing the mighty stream 
feels as he is borne high above it through the 
yast cavorn, that such a viaduct is a worthy 
approach to your great emporium of com; 
merce. Its iron girders and massive framo 
aro worthy of the gigantic natural features 
around, and it stanis spanning the flowing 
sea as firm and as strong as the sen- 
timenta of loyalty for her whose name it 
bears, and which unite jn moro enduring 
honds than any forged on the products ot the 
quarry or the mine, the people of this ompire. 
Tt seems bat a ahort time ago since the Prince 
of Wales atruck the last rivet in yonder struc- 
ture, and yet what wonderfulstrideshave been 
mado in the progress of this country since that 
day! Every year strikes a now rivet, and 
clenches with mighty band that enduring 
work—that mighty fabric—the prosperity of 
the Dominion. Long may your progress in 
the beautifal arts and industries continue and 
far be the day on which you may point to any 
marks but those which tell of the well-earned 
results of indomitable energy and determined 
perseverance. The people of this country may 
be well assured that the Earl of Dafforin has 
carried home with him ample proofs of the 
profound love Canada bears to the Mother 
Country, and these assurances have been con- 
yoyed by him personally to Her Majesty. We 
wish, in answering your address, to acknow- 
ledge the extreme loyalty exhibited by the 
French Canadian populations, as well as tho 
populations of the Maritime Provinces, through 
whose country we have, during the last two 
days, travelled,and-to thank them once again, 
as we have the opportunity this morning, for 
the kindness shown towards us personally. 
This sceno, the magnificent reception of your 
great city, we shall ever remember with pride 
and gratituile,

Anticipation now ran high, and the ap 
pearance of the Vico-regal carriago was 
awaitod with anxiety, The shining helmets 
of the Vico regal escort were at last seen ap- 
yroaching,and a cheer rose from the assom- 
tie rowds. The pipers on the arch struck 
up he Campbells are Coming,” and the 
detachment of Victoria Rifles presented 
arms. Atthe entrance of the Windsor 
Hotel the crush was very great, and some 
trouble was experienced in getting to the 
entrance. The number of police was al- 
together insufficient to stay the surging 
crowd. Tho voluntary detachment V.V.R., 
though supposed to be for the purpose of 
doing police duty, were on the other aldo of 
the arch, and thus wore of no practical use. 
The carriages containing the members of the 
Council, civic officials and reception passed 
first, and at length the Vice-Regal car- 
riage arrived. Oheors rent the air, and an 
unseemly rush for the carriage was made by 
a lot of men in an eager desire to gratify 
their curiosity, which they did in an unmis- 
takably vulgar manner.
